underwater camera carrying bag that can 
solve both of the problems mentioned 
above simultaneously and costs less than 
half the price of an average camera case. 

The Whale Bag is the brainchild of Dick 
Jacoby, a well known underwater pho- 
tography instructor, symposium lecturer 
and president of an underwater photo- 
graphic sales company called The Cre- 
ative Whale.

inches wide and 12 inches high. It is suffi- 
ciently roomy to accept an Ikelite under- 
water housing, a Nikonos with flash or a 
small underwater video rig. Yet the bag 
is still compact enough to fit under an air- 
line seat as carry-on luggage, as long as 
you don’t overpack it. 

A single 24 inch long nylon YKK zipper 
runs the full length of the bag top and 
down both ends for maximum entry ca- 
pability. This important feature allows the 
user to slip bulky, awkward camera as- 
semblies into the bag with ease. 

A single six inch high cloth/foam divid- 
er forms two compartments inside the 
bag. The foam reinforced cloth helps to 
keep hard metal parts from bumping and 
rubbing against each other. Velcro® fas- 
tening strips along both ends and the bot- 
tom of the divider allow it to be removed 
for washing or to allow the inside of the 
bag to be a single giant compartment. 

The sides and bottom of the bag are 
fully lined with a one-quarter inch thick 
semi-soft plastic foam padding for pro- 
tection. The foam is just stiff enough to 
give an upright form to the bag but soft 
enough to absorb the shock of bumps 
and jolts. This interior padding is com- 
pletely water resistent and impervious to 
salt Corrosion. You can place saltwater 


soaked camera gear in the bag after the 
dive and then wash both the gear and 
bag after the day’s activity. A one-quarter 
inch diameter brass hole, in the center of 
the bottom, allows drainage. The foam 
padding can be quickly removed from the 
bag for freshwater rinsing. 

The carrying handles on the outside of 
the bag are two inch wide polypropylene 
webbing. They run completely around the 
sides and bottom of the bag for maximum 
strength. The handles fasten together at 
the top of the bag by means of a five inch 
long Velcro fastener pad which becomes 
a comfortable handgrip. The loops on the 
carrying handles are large enough to slip 
over your arms and shoulders and trans- 
form the bag into a backpack. 

In addition to the carrying handles, 
there is an adjustable and removable 
shoulder strap which allows the user to 
carry the bag and still have both hands 
free. The shoulder strap is also made of 
two inch wide polypropylene webbing 
and contains a slide ring for adjusting 
length. The strap’s maximum length is 
approximately 40 inches—long enough to 
fit over the shoulders and back of even 
the largest diver. Spring loaded belt 
snaps on each end fit into triangular D- 
rings on both ends of the bag. The strap 
can be easily removed and stored inside 
the bag when not needed. 

A medium-sized utility pouch is on one 
side of the bag. It measures eight inches 


high by ten inches long and is held 
closed at the top by a five and one-half 
inch long Velcro strip. This pouch is han- 
dy for carrying a dive logbook, the shoul- 
der strap or other accessories. 

On the other side of the bag there is a 
larger and more independent saddlebag. 
It is 10 inches high, 13 inches long and 
has its own zipper along the top. This 
saddlebag is removable and can be used 
aS a separate carrying bag or briefcase. 
It is held onto the main bag by two large, 
10 inch long strips of Velcro and metal 
snap fastener. This bag is large enough. 
to carry a legal sized notepad, a soft cov- 
er fish identification book or a standard 
sized three-ring binder (one-half inch 
spine). The saddlebag can be stored in- 
side the Whale Bag if necessary. It has its 
own polypropylene loop handle. 

As a finishing touch, the side of the bag 
carries a small plastic see-through pouch 
in which a personal business card or |.D. 
card can be inserted for identification.

Ow many times have you visited your 

doctor to obtain advice or information 
about diving medicine or about some 
medical problem associated with diving, 
and got a blank stare in answer to your 
question? It is not uncommon to find that 
your doctor doesn’t know anything about 
diving medicine. There is little or no 
teaching of diving medicine during 
schooling. or residency because of the 
press of so many other important sub- 
jects. It is likely that your doctor won’t be 
able to help you with your problem. 

There is hope, however. Because of 
the need for doctors in the Navy, in com- 
mercial diving, in hyperbaric medicine 
and in some areas of marine research, 
some physicians have been able to ob- 
tain training in diving medicine. 

The oldest and most prestigious diving 
medicine program is the medical officer 
diving and submarine medicine course 
given by the Navy. Many of the physi- 
cians who contributed to the research we 
take for granted today are graduates of 
that program. Much of the information 
which we use today to dive safely was 
produced by doctors who came from that 
school. Presently, the Navy diving and 
submarine training program graduates 
20-30 new diving qualified physicians 
each year. The program includes subma- 
rine medicine and an eight week course 
which includes diving with hardhat and 
scuba, chamber operation and all of the 
theoretical material needed to practice as 
a qualified diving physician. 

Although this program is available to 
qualified physicians, it requires that the 
doctor join the Navy. It is unlikely your lo- 
cal doctor can be talked into this program 
just to answer your questions. 

Another military program, although on 
a smaller scale, is the hyperbaric medi-

n the spring of 1979 Ken Aiken read a 

magazine article about the rediscovery 
of the Spanish treasure galleon the Con- 
cepcion. He quickly contacted the parent 
company and treasure hunt sponsor, Se- 
quest International, Inc. By September Ai- 
ken had begun working on the treasure 
of the Concepcion. 

Operation Phips Il (the code name for 
the second Concepcion salvage attempt) 
began scooping up thousands of silver

coins from the sands and coral of the Sil- 
ver Shoals reef. AS more and more coins 
emerged from the depths the problem of 
cleaning and restoring the find for mar- 
keting purposes became enormous. A\- 
ken’s expertise in this area made him a 
natural for the job. 

Ken Aiken is not a treasure hunter, but 
his talents are in great demand by profes- 
sional treasure salvors. Ken is a jeweler 
by trade and a specialist in the restoration 
of treasure coins and ancient artifacts. 

In small treasure finds, with only a few 
coins to clean, chemical baths or an elec- 
trolytic process work fine in the hands of 
an expert. Although these methods are 
slow, with a few coins this is not a serious 
drawback. However, with the huge haul 
of 63,000 coins from Phips II, these older 
methods proved slow, inefficient and 
costly. Aiken became the man in charge 
of supervising the treasure restoration 
and later he helped develop the market- 
ing of the coinage from the wreck. 

This was not Aiken’s first hands-on ex- 
perience with treasure coinage and the 
problems of restoration. In the fall of 1977 
Ken helped International Coins and Cur-

TREASURE COINS 


rency of Montpelier, Vermont with a simi- 
lar problem. ICC had purchased thou- 
sands of coins from the Plate Fleet Wreck 
of 1715 which was salvaged off the East 
Florida coast. Unable to clean away the 
two and one-half centuries of chemical 
crud on the coins, they. requested the 
services of Ken Aiken, who lives nearby. 
Ken was successful in restoring these 
coins to a marketable condition. 

With his background in ancient metal- 
working techniques, jewelry manufactur- 
ing, ancient coins and restoration, Ken 
Aiken finds working on these artifacts an 
exciting occupation. |’ve asked him to 
outline some of the methods that he uses 
to clean and restore these treasures. 

‘I'd like to first define what | mean by 
cleaning versus restoration. By cleaning 
| refer to the removal of all foreign sub- 
stances from a coin or artifact, whereas 
restoration means to return an item to its 
original condition. Returning an item to its 
original condition necessitates knowing 
what it is Supposed to look like, the com- 
position of the alloy and its properties and 
how it was made.” 

The condition of a treasure coin will de- 
pend on the ocean bottom environment it 
comes from. A coin found on a sandy 


bottom in saltwater will usually not clump 
together with other coins. Each coin be- 
comes encased in corrosive elements. 
This was the problem with the Plate Fleet 
coins Aiken restored in 1977. While many 
of the Concepcion coins were found in 





this condition, many more sank onto the 
coral reef where they became overgrown 
with coral. 

Aiken says, ‘‘Before attempting to 
clean an item you have discovered there 





are two important steps. One is to deter- 
mine, as best as possible, what the item 
is and the other is to determine what it is 
made of.”’ 

The diver or coinshooter who finds a 
coin of silver, copper or bronze may have 
a difficult time determining his find—the 
coin will have been greatly affected by 
the chemical action of the saltwater. Ai- 
ken says that these coins often look like 
“Oreo cookies.’’ Gold coins, on the other 
hand, change very little and a diver usual- 
ly has no trouble identifying them. 

‘After identifying your find it is time to 
determine the composition of the corro- 
sion on the item. Although this sounds 
difficult it generally is not. The mixture of 
the various corrosive elements on, say a 
silver eight reale (piece of eight), is called 
verdigris; a black color indicates silver 
sulphides, green that of copper carbon- 
ates, blue is usually a copper sulfate, and 
white is calcium carbonates from coral 
and shells. Each type of compound can 
be removed with the appropriate chemi- 
cal acid or alkaloid. 

‘The two primary methods of cleaning 
coins are by electrolysis and by acid 
baths. In electrolysis, a low voltage, high 
amperage direct current electrical charge 
is conducted from a stainless steel plate 
through an electrolytic solution to the 
coin, which is connected to the electrical 
source. As a result of this an efferves-

Do They Work U/W?

hen considering any automatic 
strobe, your first question should 
be, ‘‘Is this strobe compatible with my 
camera?”’ This is usually determined by 
the connector system (such as Ikelite, Ni- 
konos, SeaLoc or EO). However, with 
TTL or OTF systems (which we will dis- 
cuss in the text), certain strobes are often 
only compatible with certain cameras. 
After you are assured of compatibility, 
or interchangeability if you have more 
than one camera system, examine the 
strobe’s specifications carefully. Once 
you know its features, you can predict 
what lighting techniques you can use. 


HOW AUTOMATIC STROBES 
WORK 

Automatic strobe exposures are deter- 
mined by flash duration. The burst of light 
from the strobe strikes the subject and re- 
flects back to a sensor in or near the 
camera. When enough light has reflected 
back from the subject for a proper expo- 
sure, the sensor signals the strobe to turn 
off. The only exception (to our knowl- 
edge) is the MCD TTL strobe. It operates 
by intensity rather than duration. 


THE SENSOR 
The sensor is the eye of the system. 
And, because it measures the amount of 
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light reflecting back for the exposure, its 
sensitivity and placement are important. 

Some conventional strobes (which can 
be housed for U/W photography) have 
sensors at the front of the strobe. Thus, 
as long as both the strobe and camera 
lens see the same view of the subject 
from the same distance, the sensor will 
accurately measure the amount of light 
reaching the camera lens. Underwater, 
however, strobe-mounted sensors have 
only limited value. Because U/W photog- 
raphers often use angled lighting, the 
sensor sees a different view of the light 
reflecting from the subject than the cam- 
era. Also, in turbid water, the sensor can 
respond to light reflecting back from sus- 
pended particles immediately in front of 
the strobe. Therefore, except when the 
Strobe is relatively close to the camera in 
clear water, strobe-mounted sensors 
aren't generally recommended for under- 
water photography. 

Remote sensors solve the problems of 
strobe-mounted sensors. One can be 
mounted on or near the camera so it and 
the lens have virtually the same view of 
the subject. For greater accuracy, the 
mounting brackets of some remote sen- 
sors have a parallax adjustment so the 
lines of sight of sensor and lens intersect 
at the exact focused distance. 





With TTL (through-the-lens), some- 
times called OTF (off-the-film), exposure 
control, the sensor is inside the camera 
body and measures the strobe light that 
passes through the lens and reflects off 
the film during the exposure. Both MCD 
TTL strobes and the Nikon SB-102 
Speedlight feature TTL automatic expo- 
sure control with the Nikonos V, and the 
MCD TTL can also be used for TTL expo- 
sure control with a housed Nikon FA or 
FE2. For increased reliability, the MCD 
TTL cord connection at the housing is 
non-detachable. 





AUTOMATIC APERTURES 

Automatic strobes usually give you a 
choice of one or more automatic aper- 
tures for which the lens is preset. The f 
numbers of these apertures vary with the 
film speed used and will be included in 
the automatic instructions. The higher the 
film speed, the smaller the apertures 
(higher the f number); the lower the film 
speed, the wider the apertures (lower the 
f number). The greater the number of au- 
tomatic apertures you can choose from, 
the more versatile the exposure control. 

With TTL systems, the lens can be set 
for any aperture. You can use close-up 
lenses, extension tubes and filters with 
exposure compensation because the 
strobe light is measured when it reaches 
the film. 


AUTOMATIC RANGE 

Automatic range is the minimum to the 
maximum camera-to-subject distances at 
which you can use the automatic control. 
If the camera and sensor are too close to 
the subject, most strobes can’t be shut 
off in time to prevent overexposure. And, 
if too far from the subject, the strobe © 
flashes at full power, but isn’t strong 
enough to properly expose the film. 

The automatic range is specified in the 
strobe instructions and varies with the au- 
tomatic setting and ISO film speed used. 
Assuming a choice of automatic aper- 
tures, the widest one would have the far- 
thest automatic range because less light 
is needed for an exposure. Conversely, 
the smallest aperture would have the 
smallest automatic range. 

To quickly estimate the range for any 
given automatic setting, compare its f 
number to the manual exposure table 
supplied with the strobe. If, for example, 
the automatic setting is f8 for ISO 64, and 
the manual exposure table indicates that 
f8 is for a four foot distance, the range 
can't exceed four feet. 








CONFIDENCE LIGHTS 

A confidence light (auto check indica- 
tor) verifies that you haven’t exceeded 
the range of the strobe. It works like this: 
You aim the camera and strobe at your 
subject and trigger a test flash. The flash 
of light from the strobe strikes the subject 
and bounces back to the sensor. If the 
sensor detects the proper amount of light 
for an exposure, the confidence light 
turns on. 

lf, however, the strobe flashed at full 
power and the sensor didn’t detect 
enough light for the exposure, the confi- 
dence light doesn’t turn on. This means 
that you have exceeded the automatic 
range and will underexpose if you try to 
take a picture. You must get closer, or 
choose a wider aperture (if you can). 

Strobes with confidence lights usually 
have an open flash position on the power 
switch so you can trigger the flash with- 
out triggering the camera shutter. Other- 
wise you must waste a frame of film for 
your test. 

A strobe with a TTL control may have 
a full flash indicator light that turns on if 
the strobe flashed at full power on auto- 
matic. lf the light turns on, you are at the 
far edge or are beyond the automatic 
range for the aperture and film speed you 
are using. 


THYRISTOR OR QUENCH TUBE 

With the thyristor strobe, only the 
amount of elecrical energy needed to 
power the flash is used. Because the un- 
used energy stays in the strobe’s storage 
Capacitor to power the next flash, the 
drain on the battery is reduced. Thus, at 
close distances and with wide stops, re- 
cycle time can be incredibly short. The 
disadvantage is you might get underex- 
posure and see a color shift in your slides 
at extremely short flash durations owing 
to reciprocity failure. That is, with ex- 
tremely short (or long) exposure times, 
films do not react as predicted for the 
amount of light reaching the film. 

Some automatic systems use a hidden 
quench tube. If only part of the available

electrical energy is needed to power the 
flash in the flash tube, the excess energy 
is drained into a quench tube (a second 
flash tube, hidden from view) after power 
is shut off to the main tube. This de- 
creases battery life because the battery 
must restore all of the lost energy to the 
storage capacitor even if only a small 
amount was actually used. Thus, recycle 
time remains the same. 

There is an important exception: The 
MCD TTL utilizes a quench tube, but the

energy from the capacitor is divided to 
fire the two tubes simultaneously so flash 
duration isn’t shortened. The less the 
amount of light needed for the exposure, 
the greater the ratio of energy sent to the 
quench tube.

f you've ever tried to tighten your 

weightbelt during a dive to compensate 
for wetsuit compression and had it slip off 
once the buckle was opened the Sea- 
Quest Positive Release Weightbelt should 
interest you. : | 

The weightbelt has a two part Delrin 
buckle which incorporates two ingenious 
design features: It allows the weightbelt 
to be tightened without opening the buck- 
le and, more importantly, it allows the div- 
er to open the buckle in one almost in- 
stantaneous motion if it becomes neces- 
sary to ditch the weightbelt. Just as im- 
portant, the Positive Release buckle can’t 
be mistaken for a tank strap buckle. 

One half of the buckle is attached to 
each end of your belt. One half has a 
hook like tip and the other half a slot for 
the hook. Both halves slip on the two inch 
wide webbing in a somewhat convention- 
al manner but the slotted half is the place 
where belt adjustment takes place. The 
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web strap slips through this half of the 
buckle, around a strut, and folds back 
against itself. The strut is able to shift its 
position slightly depending on which di- 
rection the strap is pulled. When the diver 
pulls on the extra strap outside the buck- 
le, to tighten the belt, the strut moves 
back to allow the strap to slip through. 
(This is easier when the belt is wet, and 
is Supposed to be even easier when the 
strap becomes somewhat worn. | found 
it a one handed operation except when 
the belt was exceptionally loose. Then 
one hand had to keep the weightbelt from 
turning around my waist; the other hand 
pulled on the strap.) 

The hooked half of the buckle has two 
interesting features. First, the hook itself 
has a ridged surface which meshes 
somewhat with another ridge in the slot. 
This keeps the hook system from slipping 
open on its own. (| never had the buckle 
open on its own.) 


The second and most important feature 
of the hook end of the system is what 
gives the Positive Release Weightbelt its 
name. The strap overlap at this end has 
a Velcro® patch which holds it flat against 
the rest of the belt and easy to find. The 
strap overlap ends in a Delrin grip that is 
easily found by touch. One tug outward 
on this grip opens the Velcro and simulta- 
neously opens the buckle. The diver can 
direct the fall of the belt since he/she still 
has a grip on it. By turning the weightbelt 
over, the grip can be positioned to open 
with either hand. | 
For added convenience and comfort 
the belt comes with two Delrin guides 
which keep your weights from sliding out 
of position. . 

The Positive Release Weightbelt is 
available in black, orange, blue and yel- 
low.

perience in the frequently unknown and 
often rapidly changing conditions usually 


present on commercial diving jobs. Cur- 
rents, low visibility, heavy equipment, the 
size and complexity of things being 
worked on or with, high pressure gases, 
electrical, pneumatic and hydraulic tools 
and the sometimes large number of per- 
sons involved, make many diving jobs 
hectic and, to all except a really experi- 
enced diver, totally confusing. 

The sport diver who tries to adopt com- 
mercial diving almost always lacks the 
experience in, and sometimes the knowl- 
edge of, how to bridge the gap between 
the drawing board and the underwater 
project. Experienced divers feel this gap 
should not be filled in many cases. Un- 
derwater construction is not an engineer- 
ingly fine project. Tolerances in work that 
would not be acceptable above water are 
routine underwater simply because clos- 
er tolerances are not possible. Granted, 
there are jobs that do require these and, 
given adequate time, money and equip- 
ment, well trained and experienced div- 
ers can achieve those tolerances. 

Possibly the most serious obstacle a 
sport-gone-commercial diver must over- 
come is a lack of experience that causes 
poor judgement or improper decisions. If 
a sport diver working part time as a com- 
mercial diver develops a reputation for 
failures or poor craftsmanship, his/her 
work reputation may follow and reduce 
the chances of success, even after com- 
pletion of a commercial diving course. To 
avoid the many potential problems that 
exist in a transition from sport to commer- 
cial diving it is strongly recommended 
that the aspiring commercial diver attend 
a commercial diving school. Not all of 
these are the same. Potential students 
should carefully study brochures and 
programs to find a school that will pro- 
vide training in the field in which the stu- 
dent wants to work. 


DIVER ASSISTANCE DEVICES 

In recent years a large number of de- 
vices have been developed to help solve 
underwater work problems. Some of 
these were designed as diver assist 
equipment, others as diver replacement 
systems. Diver propulsion vehicles 
(DPVs) were discussed briefly in May 
1984. Basically, these small units are de- 
signed to assist a diver through the water. 
Similar units have been developed in 
commercial diving. The numbers, de- 
signs and purposes for which they were 
built have proliferated so much there is a 
design for almost every purpose. 

A step above, or perhaps below, the 
diver propulsion unit is the wet, manned 
vehicles. These are basically propulsion 
vehicles in which the diver rides and is 
propelled through the water. Dry, 


manned submeribles are used mostly for 
underwater observation and inspection. 
Beyond these are the manned, dry sub- 
mersibles with diver lock-out capabilities. 

Tethered one man, one atmosphere ar- 
ticulated diving bells or suits permit 
slightly more mobility. In this category the 
first in modern times was JIM; then 
WASP, SPIDER and others. Tethered un- 
manned submersible units were devel- 
oped later. These, too, were originally 
used for underwater observation. Soon 
controls and umbilicals were developed 
that gave them mobility. Underwater vid- 
eo systems, cameras of all types and 
tools attached to or held by various kinds 
of manipulators soon made these units 
devices that could compete with com- 
mercial divers for some underwater jobs. 
There is now a trend toward utilizing the 
best of the remote controlled vehicle 
(RCV) capabilities in a diver assist or div- 
er observation mode. Obviously some 
jobs are simply beyond the capabilities of 
a diver and only an ROV or a manned bell 
can be used. One example of this is the 
Shell Oil Company's well drilled off the 
East Coast in 7,500 feet of water. RCVs 
provided complete underwater support. 
Today, all modern RCVs are fitted with 
underwater TV systems that become the 
eyes of the topside operators. Since they 
are unmanned there are no depth or time 
limits to their stay U/W. 

At least one RCV unit has been fitted 
with a microcomputer-control system to 
assist topside personnel under poor op- 
erating conditions. Even more advanced 
computer software is expected. 

some RCVs are special purpose rigs 
but most perform many functions. Ben- 
thos Undersea Systems Technology in 
Massachussets sells the Benthos RPV- 
430 (RPV being Remotely Piloted Vehi- 
cle). This has black and white and color 
TV systems; 35 mm still cameras; multi- 
ple lighting systems; a relocation pinger 
in case the unit gets lost; a strobe light for 
night surface location; a three function 
manipulator arm with an accessory pack- 
age having a grab, a cutting device, and 
with rotating functions; and a cathodic 
protection measuring probe. Included in 
the standard package are the surface 
control console, launch cage, tether man- 
agement system and surface handling 
assembly with winch and A-frame. 

At the moment the two largest manu- 
facturers of diverse lines of ROVs are 
COMEX in France and Perry Oceano- 
graphics in Florida, both of whom manu- 
facture a variety of manned and un- 
manned systems. 

Technifacts will continue delving into 
the world of sophisticated high technolo- 
gy diving in future issues of SKIN DIVER 
Magazine. Some of the developments in 
diver assist devices, science fiction only 
a few years ago, are now making the life 
of commercial divers easier and safer as 
they go deeper. Be with us as we pass 
the 1,800 foot dive mark. si

He you ever dreamed of owning the 
ultimate underwater camera system? 
| bet | can guess what it would be. It 
would start with an SLR camera with a gi- 
ant viewfinder. Of course, there would be 
motor drive for fast action and sequential 
shooting. Naturally, it would offer inter- 
changeable lenses, ranging from ultra 
wide angle to 105 mm macro. And, to 
make it all practical, the rig would be 
compact enough to fit into a shoulder bag 
or carrying case that would fit under an 
airline seat. 

A dream you say? Not any more. Tus- 
sey Underwater Systems of Tujunga, Cal- 
ifornia has made this concept an exciting 
reality. The ultimate has finally arrived. 

Chet Tussey, designer and owner of 
Tussey U/W Systems, has succeeded in 
building the dream underwater camera 
system. Tussey is a veteran underwater 
photographer who has devoted years of 
research and development to the field of 
housing design. He first gained national 
attention two years ago with the introduc- 
tion of the T-300 super compact housing 
for such 35 mm SLR cameras as the Ni- 
kon FE, Nikon FM and others. His latest 
contribution represents the next genera- 
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The Pro-line housing accommodates Nikon F3 
camera with DA-2 Action Viewfinder and MD-4 Motor Drive. 
Its ports fit lenses from 105 mm macro to ultra wide angle. 


tion of Tussey housing design and a daz- 
zling display of creative engineering. 


DESIGN 

The Pro-line is Tussey’s vision of the ul- 
timate in state-of-the-art housing technol- 
ogy for the best 35 mm camera available 
today. It has been designed specifically 
for the Nikon F8, fitted with a DA-2 Action 
Viewfinder and an MD-4 Motor Drive. 
This particular system is the top of the Ni- 

















kon line and is regarded as the most pro- 
fessional 35 mm still camera system in 
the world today. Its wide range of profes- 
sional capabilities puts it light years 
ahead of the Nikonos. 

Tussey starts with an ultra-compact 
housing which is literally molded around 
the F3 motor drive camera. It is by far the 
most compact motor drive housing in ex- 
istence today. It measures 9% inches 
high by 10 inches wide by 8 inches thick 


















(including dome port). It is small enough 
to fit into a standard camera shoulder bag 
or Pelican camera case. 

The Pro-line is an all metal housing that 
splits into two parts with the camera 
mounted in the front half. Changing film 
is easy since the camera does not have 
to be removed. The user simply unsnaps 
the rear door of the housing and opens 
the back of the camera. 

The Pro-line is fitted with four external 
controls that operate the entire camera 
system underwater. A large two and one- 
half inch diameter focusing knob is con- 
veniently positioned under the left hand 
pistol grip. Close by is a quadrant-style 
aperture control lever for quickly setting 
lens f stops. The shutter speed selector 
knob is on top of the housing and pro- 
vides a full range of speed controls from 
eight seconds to 1/2000 second, plus 
auto exposure. The shutter release is op- 
erated by a push button. In addition to fir- 
ing the camera this button can be rotated 
to switch on interior lights for reading ap- 
erture settings and the frame counter. 

A two inch diameter window at the rear 
of the housing provides full screen 
through-the-lens viewing. This is large 
enough to be used with any type of face- 
mask. In addition to full screen viewing, 
the Pro-line’s interior lighting system al- 
lows the user to clearly see the f stop in 
the viewfinder, as well as the aperture 
recommended by the F3’s computer. 

A smaller viewport to the right of the 
main one allows the user to check the 
camera's frame counter. This is fitted with 
a magnifier which gives a clear and en- 
larged view of the frame counter and indi- 
cates precisely how many pictures have 
been shot. 

The Pro-line housing allows full utiliza- 
tion of all Nikon F3 capabilities while 
shooting underwater. Yet, the housing 
controls are simple enough to be oper- 
ated quickly and effectively when a photo 
opportunity arises suddenly. The controls 
are well placed. 


CONSTRUCTION 

Tussey has built the Pro-line housing 
with the same craftsmanship. and quality 
found in the Nikon F3—nothing but the 
best, no cutting corners here. — 

The housing itself is cast aluminum, 
high grade alloy. It is thick enough and 
contoured sufficiently to withstand oper- 
ating depths of an estimated 500 feet or 
better. However, Tussey is a cautious 
man and he has given the housing a wide 
margin of safety. Each Pro-line is individ- 
ually tested to 325 feet and guaranteed 
leak-free. 

All external housing controls have high 
grade, one-quarter inch diameter, pol- 


ished stainless steel shafts with quad O- 
ring seals. The outside control knobs and 
levers are either anodized aluminum or 
plastic (depending on type of control). 
They are held in place by stainless steel 
set SCrews. 

The internal housing gears are black 
anodized aluminum. They mate up with 
rubber ring gears on the lens. The shutter 
release button is a high quality switch of 
Tussey’s own design. The external flash 
connection is a bulkhead fitting and can 
be custom ordered for use with either 
SeaLoc or EO. 

The seal between the housing halves is 
a large O-ring gasket which fits into a 
contoured groove and is backed up by a 
locating flange. The halves of the housing 
are held together by three heavy duty, 
spring loaded, stainless steel snaps. 

The front lens ports contain a dynamic 
bore-type O-ring seal which slides onto a 
cylindrical housing flange. The ports are 
held solidly in place by two stainless steel 
set screws. The ports themselves are 
made of optical quality acrylic held tightly 
in place by a stuffer-type O-ring gasket. 
They are quickly and easily removable. 

The entire housing is anodized black 
and then finished outside with a diamond 
hard, metallic, silver-bronze, baked on 
enamel. The interior of the housing is 
sealed and finished with a flat black 
baked enamel. 


SPECIAL FEATURES 

Tussey’s Pro-line housing contains a 
number of unusual features which are 
seldom found in today’s 35 mm SLR 
housings. The most impressive is prob- 
ably the interior lighting system. It con- 
sists of miniature light bulbs that illumi- 
nate normally hard to read numbers on 
the f stop scale of the lens, the automatic 
exposure sensor and the film frame 
counter. A simple twist of the shutter re- 
lease button lights up these numbers in- 
stantly. This unique system is an absolute 
joy when diving at night, in wrecks or 
caves or in dim light. 

A simple but extremely effective fea- 
ture of the housing is the nylon camera 
alignment screw. The camera |s an- 
chored onto the housing baseplate by a 
%-20 stainless steel screw on the left side 
of the motor drive. This off-center anchor 
system tends to make the camera pivot. 
Tussey has devised a clever method for 
ensuring true and accurate alignment of 
the camera body and lens: A nylon screw 
on the right side of the housing presses 
up against the slanted motor drive base 
and establishes a rigid camera mounting. 

Another impressive feature of the hous- 
ing is a built-in water detection system 
which warns the user of even the slightest 


leak. The detector circuit is powered by 
a nine volt battery and has a two prong 
sterling silver moisture sensor at the very 
bottom of the housing, one-half inch be- 
low the camera/motor drive baseplate. A 
single drop of water on these contacts 
will set off an audio alarm which can be 
clearly heard by the camera operator. In 
addition, the water detector alarm 
switches on a bright red LED light posi- 
tioned in the viewfinder. The operator is 
unlikely to miss this double alarm. 

One of the most attractive features of 
the housing is the wide range of ports 
available for different Nikon lenses. Tus- 
sey has taken a very professional ap- 
proach toward lens port design by avoid- 
ing the typical ‘“‘one port fits all’’ ap- 
proach. He has designed five different 
ports to fit several different lenses. 

The long barreled port is designed 
specifically to operate with the new Nikon 
105 mm tele-macro lens. This is a highly 
specialized lens which is marvelous for 
full frame photos of hard to approach 
creatures such as jawfish and garden 
eels. The short barreled port is designed 
to fit the Nikon 55 mm macro lens which 
is great for super close-ups. 

The medium wide angle port is de- 
signed to operate with a variety of lenses 
including the Nikon 24, 28 and 35 mm. 
The ultra wide angle port is larger and op- 
tically corrected for the Nikon 20 mm 
lens. For the photographer who wants ex- 
treme wide angle shots, Tussey has de- 
signed a 180 degree dome port that will 
specitically accommodate the 15 and 18 
mm lenses. The housing offers a lens 
port for just about every occasion. 


CONCLUSION 

SDM’s testing and evaluation of the 
Pro-line indicates it to be a truly profes- 
sional 35 mm camera housing. It offers 
the underwater photographer a whole 
new dimension in housing control. |In fact, 
one might say the Pro-line is a forerunner 
of perhaps a whole new generation of 
housing designs. 

Above water portability, underwater 
controllability and compact size make 
this housing an easy choice for the Nikon 
F3 user. At a price of $1,275 (housing 
equipped for a 55 mm Micro Nikkor lens) 
it may not be for everyone, but consider- 
ing the price of the F3 with motor drive, 
it is a bargain. For a slight additional 
charge the housing can be modified to fit 
any Nikon F series camera.

f you like big, bright, wide angle under- 

water handlights, the Toshiba K-133 
was made for you. Nearly 14 inches long, 
it weighs 2 pounds, 12 ounces with its 
four D-cell batteries installed. The tung- 
sten halogen lamp, along with the shiny 
reflector, produce a bright, wide beam 
that illuminates a path up to seven feet 
long. And, with fresh alkalines, the Toshi- 
ba light has a burn time of more than five 
hours. Rechargeable ni-cad batteries can 
also be used and they provide two to 
three hours of light. 

The K-133 has an extremely rugged, 





impact resistant ABS resin housing. On 
the outside are six raised rings, each one 
and three-sixteenths inches (3 cm) apart. 
These make the light easy to grip, even 
with gloved hands, and serve as a handy 
measuring device for objects up to eight 
inches (21 cm) long. 

Although the K-133 is heavy out of the 
water, it handles well and is. nicely bal- 
anced underwater. There is a removable 
five ounce lead weight on the inside that 
makes it slightly negative. You can put it 
down and it will stay in place underwater 
with the on/off switch facing up. Without 
the weight it will float, beam up. The light 
is pressure proof to 165 feet, according 
to the manufacturer. Although we didn't 
test it that deep, we are inclined to be- 
lieve this claim—the light looks rugged. 

One of several nice features of the K- 
133 is its well marked on/off switch. This 
slides smoothly and ends guesswork as 
to whether the light is on or off. Also, 
there is a special slit under the switch that 





allows you to flush the area with fresh wa- 
ter, eliminating problems caused by the 
buildup of salt crystals. Inside the K-133, 
to one side of the lead weight, is a spare 
lamp, secured with its own bracket. An 
adjustable neoprene wrist strap on the 
outside makes carrying the light when it 
is not in use easy. 

Changing batteries is simple. Unscrew 
the lens cap and dump the cells out. Re- 
place all of the batteries at the same time 
for optimum performance. Inside the bat- 
tery holder is a diagram that shows you 
their correct positioning (it’s easy, the 





positive poles face up). Before putting the 
lens cap back on, clean and lubricate the 
O-ring, at the base of the threads, with sil- 
icone grease. (Since this O-ring can only 
be taken out with a special tool, you do 
not need to remove it.) Extra O-rings are 
available from the distributor. 


The K-133 needs no special care: Just 
rinse in fresh water and let dry after use. 
Remove the batteries if you aren’t going 
to be using the light for awhile. 


The Toshiba K-133 isn’t limited to un- 
derwater use, it’s great topside, too— 
boating, camping, fishing; whenever you 
need a bright light that’s water ‘resistant 
and sturdy. It isn’t expensive, either—it 


sells for $34.95. Also available is the yel- 
low K-132A. Slightly less bright because 
it uses a krypton bulb and, yellow in col- 
or, it sells for $27.95. For information on 
either light contact the distributor: Morris 
Photo Supply, Inc., 6435 Proesel Ave- 
nue, Lincolnwood, Illinois 60645. >.

k, | admit it, lve always wanted to 

pose underwater for a famous un- 
derwater photographer. Attired in my typ- 
ical tropical garb of jeans and rust- 
marked turtleneck, however, | knew | 
wasn't terribly photogenic. The arrival of 
Henderson's Red Coral wetsuit changed 
all that. Shiny black Lycra with hot pink/ 
purple striped insets, it is a beauty. 

The suit slipped on easily—the inside is 
a plush terrycloth—and fit me like a glove. 
The jacket is a step-in shorty with long 
sleeves. Triangular pink/purple insets on 
the front and back make it look good 
coming or going. There are also insets at 
the cuffs and matching stripes down the 
outside of the pants. 

The Red Coral is also comfortable. The 
top has no beavertail and could be worn 
by itself. Both it and the farmer janes 
have full length YKK zippers with Delrin 
teeth and marine grade bronze pulls. The 
suit has that attention to detail that makes 
a good suit great: All the edges are 
bound with stretchy seam tape; gussets 
under the arms and at the crotch allow a 
good fit and freedom of movement. 

Now that | looked good | needed two 
things: A trip to tropical waters (that's 
where famous U/W photographers seem 
to hang out) and a famous underwater 
photographer willing to take a chance on 
an untried model. A streak of luck provid- 
ed both. 

First, someone dropped out and | 
dropped onto a trip to the Philippines at 
the last minute. (1 packed the Henderson 
first!) Then, partway through the trip, the 
female half of the well known photo- 
graphic duo who were our tour leaders 
became ill. As the male half of the famous 
pair toyed wistfully with his wide angle 
camera setup, | appeared in the Red Cor- 
al, nonchalantly suggesting | fill in for his 
ailing partner. He eagerly agreed. | knew 
the suit had made a good impression. 

The photo session seemed to be going 
well until the photographer wanted me to 
touch a crinoid that was surrounded by 
fire coral. Without my gloves there was 
no way | would even think of such a thing. 
| retrieved my camera and started taking 
pictures of the photographer. Behind the 
camera, the one-eighth inch Henderson 
kept me warm in the 80°F water even af- 
ter more than an hour. The terrycloth inte- 
rior minimizes water exchange which 
contributes to the warmth of the suit. The 
suit also protected my arms and legs 
from the fire and stony corals. 

Afterward, back on the boat, | could 
see the anxiety in the eyes of the female 
half of the famous photographic duo: 
Would the old partnership be ending and 
a new one forming? Not exactly. Sudden- 
ly he was very solicitous of her health and 
she decided she was well enough to dive 
once more. He never asked me to pose 
again. When | saw the photographs |

knew why. It wasn’t the suit, it looked 
great. It’s just that the model... well, 
let’s just say that |’d better stick to writing, 
the doors to an underwater modeling ca- 
reer are not wide open to me right now! 

The Red Coral is custom made in one- 
eighth, three-sixteenths or one-quarter 
inch neoprene. Although the insets are 
only available in hot pink/purple, the ba- 
sic suit can be silver, navy, royal blue, 
lavender, black or any Henderson color.

Of course, the price of beauty, comfort, 
warmth and protection does not come 
cheap—the Red Coral sells for $680. This 
includes the customizing and any three 
options, j.e.: knee pads, arm or leg 
zippers, spine pad, etc. For more infor- 
mation contact: Henderson Aquatics, 
Inc., One Whitall Avenue, Millville, NJ 
08332. My modeling career may be over, 
but yours could be just beginning. > 
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‘Bees Corporation of Northfield, Illi- 
nois, has gained an enviable reputa- 
tion over the last several years for its Pac- 
er (Positive Air Controlled Equalizing 
Regulator) and Pacer XL series of scuba 
regulators. During this same period Da- 
cor engineers also worked on developing 
a new mid-line series of regulators. Just 
recently introduced, this series is the re- 
sult of many years of varied regulator ex- 
perience, three years of intensive design 
and development, and a year of exten- 
sive testing and evaluation, under a wide 
range of environmental conditions 
around the world. Aero is the name given 
to this new line, which consists of three 
models: the Aero 950A, 650A and 350A. 
The latter is the subject of this article. 
The first stage of the Aero 350A is 
closely related to the first stage of the 
Pacer 350XL and to the 300 before it. The 
basic design is that of a balanced dia- 
phragm—balanced to compensate for 
changes in cylinder pressure, so that the 
intermediate pressure of about 140 psi is 


held nearly constant no matter what the

tank pressure. With constant intermediate 
pressure, the second stage can be more 
finely tuned for better performance which 
should not change significantly during the 
dive. Other benefits of this design are re- 
duced weight and size. Although the first 
stage body and yoke are forged brass 
protected with a triple chrome plating 
(first copper, then nickel and finally 
chrome), they weigh a mere 19 ounces 
and measure only about one and one-half 
inches in diameter and five and one-quar- 
ter inches in length (of which two and 
three-quarters inches is owing to the 
yoke and knob). The diminutive size of 
the first stage is not an indication of its 
performance: The Aero 350A first stage 
can deliver a respectable 28 standard cu- 
bic feet of air per minute, measured at 
one atmosphere and with a supply pres- 
sure of 3,000 psi. This is about the same 
Capacity as the larger Aeros. 

The yoke of the 350A has a pressure 
rating of 3,000 psi, and swivels a full 360 
degrees, for more convenient hose 
placement when attaching the first stage 


to the cylinder valve. And, the large plas- 
tic yoke knob is deeply grooved for a bet- 
ter grip even when wearing gloves. Un- 
like the other models in the Aero series, 
the 350A first stage is not adaptable to 
the European DIN tank connection—this, 
however, is not much of a restriction in 
most diving situations. Materials used in 
other major components of the first stage 
include: a nylon reinforced neoprene high 
pressure diaphragm; an injection molded 
neoprene high pressure valve seat; and 
a Stainless steel first stage spring. 

The Aero 350A first stage offers one 
high pressure port, identified HP, and 
three low pressure ports. Because the 
entire body can rotate on the swivel yoke, 
a separate low pressure swivel block is 
not necessary for hose positioning. 
Should additional low pressure ports be 
required for some special application, a 
multiple hose adapter, such as Dacor’s 
Model OA or OAR swivel, could be. at- 
tached easily. Environmental protection is 
not a standard feature in the Aero 350A 
first stage, but there is an optional kit 





available which retails for about $20. 
The major differences between the 
Aero 350A and its Pacer counterpart are 
in the second stages. While both utilize a 
downstream demand valve design, the 
emphasis in the development of the Aero 
second stage was placed on low mainte- 
nance, simplicity of design and economy. 
In brief, the Aero second stage is more 
conventional in design with no frills. The 
case front and the purge button are mold- 
ed of Noryl®, a modern plastic known for 
its overall durability and resistance to 
abrasion. The case back is glass-filled 
Valox®, a new plastic selected for its 
strength and durability. Both plastics, in- 
cidentally, have shown very good thermal 
characteristics in the temperature range 
from zero to 230°F and resistance to long 


back. Also of chrome plated brass is the 
demand valve body and this is mounted 
in the side wall of the back cover. A small 
tube extending from the end of the de- 
mand valve helps to direct some of the air 
toward the mouthpiece, thereby increas- 
ing the venturi effect and reducing the in- 
halation resistance as the demand for air 
increases. The last link in the supply side 
of the second stage is the stainless steel 
demand lever which opens and closes 
the demand valve according to move- 
ments in the silicone rubber diaphragm. 
On the exhaust side of the second stage, 
the back cover has a very large opening, 
completely covered by a chromed brass 
plate. This plate, called the ‘‘exhaust 
valve retainer’ by Dacor, is secured to 
the bottom box by a stainless steel screw

term exposures in acid and sunlight. The 
front, which contains the spring-loaded 
purge button, is offered in standard 
black, an optional blue or in yellow. 
Like the Model T Ford, the case back 
comes in any color you might want—as 
long as it’s black! A chrome plated brass 
_clamping ring secures the front to the 


and sealed against leakage with its own 
soft rubber gasket. Most of the plate’s 
central area has been cut away to form 
two, one inch diameter ports, each of 
which is, in turn, covered by a silicone 
rubber exhaust valve. The neoprene ex- 
haust tee snaps directly onto the back 
cover and helps guide bubbles away 


from the field of view. Neoprene is used 
in the standard mouthpiece, but natural 
gum and silicone rubber mouthpieces 
are also available. 

With the corrosion resistant materials 
and the conventional, time-proven de- 
sign, the Aero 350A should certainly be 
a low maintenance regulator. Nothing 
about it Suggests any special mainte- 
nance is required. As the manufacturer 
recommends, only routine care is neces- 
sary; rinsing after use and storing out of 
direct sunlight, in a cool, dry place. Of 
course, professional service is recom- 
mended annually: To keep the ten year 
limited warranty in force it is required. 
Such service might run about $15 to 20 
for the typical replacement parts in a 
complete overhaul and approximately the 
same amount for labor. During my evalu- 
ation dives with the Aero 350A, the regu- 
lator performed quite well. Inhalation and 
exhalation resistances were close to 
those of the comparison regulator which 
was attached to the same tank by means 
of Sherwood’s Slingshot valve. Compari- 
sons were made at depths ranging from 
about 20 feet down to 100 feet, from min- 
imum to maximum inspirations and ex- 
pirations, and with the supply pressure 
varying from 2,000 psi, to about 100 psi. 
At the 100 foot depth, when the tank 
pressure was about 1,500 psi, | tried to 
out-breathe the Aero 350A, but didn't 
have any luck: It. supplied all the air | 
could handle. The inhalation resistance 
was just slightly higher than that of the 
comparison regulator and not much more 
than its own inhalation resistance at nor- 
mal breathing volumes at this same 
depth. No idiosyncrasies were. noticed 
during the dives, nor was any water leak- 
age detected in any of the various posi- 
tions tried. Freeflowing was also a non- 
problem: Under the worst-case condi- 
tions—with the mouthpiece pointed verti- 
cally upward and the second stage full of 
air or after depressing the purge button— 
the 350A freeflowed only a few seconds. 

Considering the sound, conventional 
design, solid, corrosion resistant ma- 
terials, very good performance, low 
maintenance and economical price 
($165 suggested retail), the Dacor Aero 
350A should be a good regulator for gen- 
eral use and very well suited for instruc- 
tional and/or rental programs. The sec- 
ond stage can also be purchased by it- 
self, with a yellow cover and hose protec- 
tor: The suggested retail price of $80 in- 
cludes a hose of standard 26 inch length; 
for $5 more a 39 inch hose is included. 
For reasons already mentioned, in addi- 
tion to the bright color coding and 
absence of freeflowing, the Aero second 
stage would do very well in octopus ap- 
plications.

erry Keene of Keene Engineering in 

Northridge, California is a pioneer in 
treasure hunting and portable gold 
dredging systems. With a half century of 
experience in this field, his designs and 
innovations have paved the way for pro- 
fessionals and hobbyists alike. When 
Keene speaks, people listen. 

One of the most important points he 
makes is that there are thousands of 
small, gold bearing streams in the Mother 
Lode country of California which have 
never been touched by a gold dredge. (| 
would add that the same would be true of 
many other areas in the U.S.) The poten- 
tial dredger has to locate these promising 
areas and to do so he/she needs a porta- 
ble dredge to get off the beaten track. 
Once on site, the dredge must process 
gravel quickly and efficiently. 

The 2002 portable dredge has a two 
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Keene's 2002 Portable Dredge 


inch diameter suction hose. Combined 
with a peppy 1.2 hp Kawasaki two stroke 
engine this is perfect for those small 
streams and creeks where all-that gold is 
hiding. The engine offers six hours of 
dredging on a gallon of fuel while proc- 
essing up to two cubic yards of gravel 
per hour. Although not as compact as its 
predecessor (model 2001), the 2002 is 
still backpackable. (A pack frame would 
be an optional accessory.) Fully assem- 
bled, it weighs only 46 pounds. 

The 2002 comes with a power jet con- 
figuration for increased suction power, 
but an optional suction nozzle is available 
for use in very shallow water. The eight 
foot long suction hose allows the user to 
cover a large area without moving the 
dredge or to work in deeper water. 

The dredge’s engine bolts onto a frame 
made of metal tubing and this is bolted to 





twin Marlex pontoons which support the 
dredge on the water or on land. 

The sluice box or riffle box is the heart 
of any dredging system. The water and 
gravel pumped up the suction hose pass 
over the riffles and heaver substances 
such as gold are trapped there. 

The sluice box of the 2002 incor- 
porates the latest in efficient design. First, 
Keene has provided a large area for your 
gold to be trapped in. The box measures 
10'2 inches by 35 inches. The classifying 
screen runs almost half this length and 
keeps large rocks from piling up at the 
top of the riffles and sorts out the smaller, 
heavier particles early. The riffles are an- 
gled precisely to allow lighter gravel to 
pass over while holding gold. The riffles 
are ‘‘self-cleaning’’ which allows the user 
to operate the dredge for hours before 
the box needs to be emptied. Below the 








riffles is a ridged carpet designed to trap 
the tiniest particles of gold. The riffle sys- 
tem is hinged at the back allowing it to be 
lifted up to remove the carpet. It locks in 
place with two snap-over clasps at the 
mouth of the box. An important point to 
note, according to Keene, is that the en- 
gine is not placed over the riffle box. In 


designs where this is not the case fuel - 


can drip onto the carpeting and actually 
repel tiny gold particles. 

Once you've found a likely place to 
dredge, setting up the 2002 is easy. The 
only tools necessary are a large flat blade 
screwdriver, an adjustable jawed wrench 
or socket set and a pair of pliers. Simply 
bolt on the engine and attach the hoses 
with the clamps provided. Fuel mixing 
(which ideally can be done before your 
excursion) is made ‘easy by the gradu- 
ated mixing vessel provided. 

The riffle box has a choice of three 
settings which adjust the slant of the box 
and thus the speed at which the water will 


pass through it. This water speed is also 
a result of how fast the engine is run. lde- 
ally, the water and its accompanying 
gravel should pass through, leaving only 
the heaviest materials in the riffles. 

You must pick the most likely locations 
for gold to accumulate in a stream, such 
as where the water slows or deepens 
suddenly after a swift run. This can be on 
the inside of a bend or behind an obstruc- 
tion, etc. Of course, experience is invalu- 
able when it comes to site selection but 
Keene has all the background material 
you could need on the subject. Also, 
stores that sell gold dredging equipment 
often offer prospecting classes. 

Your dredge site should have underly- 
ing bedrock that isn't buried too deeply. 
Sample a likely location, attempting to get 
to the bedrock and the heavier materials 
near it. lf your technique is good, one full 
riffle tray should tell you whether there is 
gold present. If not, move to a more likely 
location. One advantage of a small 







dredge. is its portability. 


Your dredging shouldn't be too vigor- 
ous. Trying to suck up too much gravel at 
one time can clog the hose. If this hap- 
pens, shut down the engine. Next, try to 
shake out the hose, working from the 
suction end up. Keene provides a 48 inch 
long rod which can be inserted through a 
slot in the riffle hood and poked down the 
suction hose from the top. If all else fails 
you can uncouple the hose to clean it. 

Once you have a full riffle tray the con- 
tents should be carefully removed by 
lifting the hinged riffles and rolling up the 
carpet. The carpet should be carefully 
rinsed into a large bucket and the remain- 
ing contents of the riffle box rinsed into 
the bucket as well. The gold can be 
panned out of the bucket at your leisure.

he evolution of buoyancy compensa- 

tor systems continues to produce in- 
novative products which supply added 
pleasure and confidence for sport divers 
of all experience levels. The 1984 Ocean 
Jacket is the latest jacket style BC and 
backpack combination from Parkway. 
Subtle design modifications from earlier 
Parkway units and the implementation of 
advanced technology make the 1984 
Ocean Jacket System Parkway’s best ev- 
er. The system is stylish, cleverly de- 
signed for ease of use and is built to take 
the abuse of tough ocean diving. 

Like all Parkway BCs the Ocean Jacket 
is a two bag system. The inner bag is 
tough, yet flexible, 15 mil thick ‘polyure- 
thane. When inflated, the inner bladder 
floats freely within the outer shell to elimi- 
nate stress points. The outer bag is made 
of 480 denier nylon providing excellent 
resistance to tears and abrasion. The na- 
vy blue body and pockets of the shell are 
trimmed with silver-blue stripes for a 
handsome look. The design of the jacket 
panels at the shoulder utilizes a new con- 
toured approach to add style and comfort 
while decreasing drag. 

An especially desirable feature of the 
1984 Ocean Jacket is the inflation sys- 
tem. The Softouch power inflator is sup- 
plied as a standard item and the accom- 
panying advantages should not be over- 
looked. Utilizing the Softouch makes 
one-handed inflation a breeze. It allows 
precise inflation/deflation control, an as- 
pect that can be appreciated by those 
who wear mitts or gloves for protection in 
cold water; by divers with small hands: 
and all other divers who desire the bene- 
fits of feather-light touch control. 
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Oral inflation is convenient as well. A 
Velcro® band keeps the inflator hose in 
place on the front of the jacket, making it 
easy to locate. Distinguishing between 
the power inflation button on the side of 
the hose and the oral inflator/deflator but- 
ton is easy because of positioning. This 
design helps eliminate mistakes by divers 
trying to trim buoyancy. The spiral infla- 
tion hose is one inch in diameter, creating 
an unrestricted air flow. 

A Quick Dump valve on the top left 
shoulder is a major asset. Slightly pulling 
down on the inflation hose will open the 
valve, enabling you to decrease buoyan- 
cy with speed and ease. You do not have 
to change your position or hold the hose 
high above your head. 

Several additional features are valua- 
ble benefits. Two large pockets, perfect 
for keeping slates, shells and other ob- 
jects, are just above waist strap level on 
each side of the jacket. Velcro closures 
provide security and an inch of free mate- 
rial between the Velcro strip and the bot- 
tom front edge of the pocket make grab- 
bing the pocket a simple task. The back 


of the pockets are nylon mesh, enabling | 


them to drain rapidly. 

A 25 gram CO, cartridge and detonator 
system intended for emergency use on 
the surface is behind the left hand pock- 
et. Activated by a pull toggle, the mecha- 
nism is a corrosion proof, high impact 
plastic with a stainless steel firing pin. If 
properly maintained, the detonator sys- 
tem can be counted on. 

Velcro hose guides are provided for 
both an octopus second stage and a con- 
sole hose. The guides help keep your 
diving system orderly and make hoses a 





snap to find. 

At the bottom of each of the adjustable 
side panels there is a stainless steel D- 
ring. These are the ideal place to attach 
your hand lights, goodie bags and other 
such accessories. 

The Ocean Jacket System*concept is 
derived from the fact that the unit con- 
tains both a jacket compensator and a 
Parkway Sofpack. While the jacket is 
compatible with most backpacks and can 
be purchased separately, it is the addi- 
tion of the pack that completes the sys- 
tem. Constructed of high impact plastic, 
the molded backpack is contoured for 
comfort. A handle at the top makes the 
system easy to grab and control. The 
backpack attaches to the jacket via a Vel- 
cro strap that can be secured in a matter 
of seconds. A reinforced, rubberized pad 
on the back of the compensator where 
the tank, jacket and backpack join, signif- 
icantly increases the unit’s durability. The 
backpack employs a camlocking tank 
strap made of nylon webbing. Like most 
nylon tank straps, it has a tendency to 
stretch slightly when wet and needs to be 
adjusted accordingly. A strap system of 
nylon webbing and a stainless steel waist 
buckle complete the package. 

Knowing that a compensator system 
incorporates a lot of features is nice, but 
the true test is how the unit performs in 
and around the water. Comfort, reliability 
and ease of use are essential criteria. In 
tests, | found the contoured shoulder re- 
duced bulk and made the system easy to 
doff and don on land as well as in the wa- 
ter. Modifying the fit for different builds is 
made possible through the use of adjust- 
able side panels and the chest strap 
which tightens down the front of the jack- 
et. The 44 pounds of lift (fresh water) held 
my head high out of the water without 
creating any undue pressure on my 
throat, chest or diaphragm. The deflator 
was easy to find and rapid deflation with 
the Quick Dump valve was a simple task. 
| find that feature a major advantage to 
boat divers who want to descend quickly 
at times when current is a consideration. 
U/W, | found the backpack to be comfort- 
able and the unit to be at least as stream- 
lined as most other jacket systems. 

When trying to decide if the 1984 
Ocean Jacket System meets your needs, 
it would be wise to remember that your 
BC is the heart of your diving system. No 
other piece of equipment plays such an 
important role in safety, comfort and your 
ability to perform as you desire in the wa- 
ter. With those factors in mind, | think 
you'll find the 1984 Ocean Jacket to be 
an excellent choice.

VW! it be South American mahogany 
or teak? That is a choice you will 
have to make when selecting one of the 
beautiful ABBiller Sea Hornet wooden 
barrel rubber band spearguns. There are 
eight models which vary in size from 32 
to 48 inches and are equipped with or 
without a line for freeshafting. 

According to Fred Biller, president of 
the ABBiller Company, the Sea Hornet is 
used in competition diving more than any 
other gun. It was originally designed in 
Australia where spearfishing is almost a 
national sport. For the American market 
only the handle, muzzle and butt cap are 
imported while the rest of the parts are 
fabricated at the Illinois plant. 

| was given the Sea Hornet 36 Special 
to examine for this article. The use of 
quality materials was evident. Selected 
wood which has been sealed and var- 
nished is used for both the barrel and butt 
stock. Wood is a buoyant material and 
eliminates the problems of leaky O-rings 
and corrosion which often develop in 
sealed aluminum barrel rubber band 
guns. Also, the in-water sound is more 
muted and perhaps less frightening to 
many fish. The muzzle, grip and butt cap 


The stainless steel trigger mechanism of the 36 Special is a replace- 
able cartridge which slips into the top of the grip section. The 
gun has a wooden body, and butt cap, muzzle and grip of nylon. 





are all injection molded from black nylon, 
a very rugged material often used in 
spearguns for these applications. For 
long term durability only hardened stain- 
less spring steel is used in the shaft. 

Two one-half by 14 inch gum rubber 
bands, with solid stainless steel wish- 
bones, are supplied with the gun. Space 
for an additional band is not provided. An 
optional three notched shaft is available 
at extra cost. The notches in the shaft are 
contoured to minimize the wear on the 
wishbones. For improved accuracy the 
shaft rests in a shallow groove along the 
top of the barrel.

The Compro fin is the result of exten- 
sive research and development by the 
U.S. Divers staff.

And, after a good 
night's sleep, a favorite place to wash salt 
from gear is in the fresh waters of Lake 
Mahopac, just an hour's drive north of the 
city. This site is also a top choice for div- 
ers searching for old bottles, artifacts and 
mining implements. 

After a brief rest in New York City

have been the crossroads of the New 
World. The noted pirate, Capt. William 
Kidd, lived in a house on Manhattan |s- 
land, just a few blocks from today’s 
South Street Seaport Museum. His ships, 


_often laden with prized treasure, plied the 
_ waters off Long island. During the Revo- - 
lutionary War the rivers and bays sur- 


rounding New York City were filled with 
British ships. And, in the two great world 
wars, enemy submarines patrolled the 
nearby coastlines and torpedoed many of 


_the freighters and tankers that headed for 











the harbor. Today, divers explore the re- 
mains of these ships, victims of war, fire, 
collision and fierce storms. 

More divers than ever are learning that 
metro area wreck diving means brass, 
bugs and bottles; fun, sun and laughter: 
new friends and old acquaintances. 

But divers aspiring to explore some of 
the deeper wrecks should first have a 
number of shallow dives under their 
belts. Wrecks like the Stone Barge (50 
feet) and Acara (20 feet), off Freeport, 
L.l.; the Mistletoe (25 feet) and Granite 
Wreck (20 feet), near Brooklyn, NY; and 
the Adonis (25 feet) and China Wreck (20 
feet), at Long Beach and Avalon, NJ, are 
excellent starting points.

The wreck is south of the harbor, 
closer to Jersey, but easily approachable 
from both shores. The stern of the Stolt 
sank but the bow was saved and eventu- 
ally returned to service after being 
welded to another vessel. [he stern sec- 
tion, wedged in the sand on an angle, is 
as shallow as 60 feet and as deep as 
130. The impressive size of the wreck, 
coupled with the exceptional visibility (50- 
90 feet) usually found there, make it a 
highlight of NY/NJ diving. 

The World War | cruiser, U.S.S. San 
Diego, off of Fire Island, L.I., is one of the 
most famous and exciting dives on the 
East Coast. Originally named the Califor- 
nia, the 504 foot vessel was lost during 
WW |. She was sunk by a German mine 
in the summer of 1918. She lies upside 
down, intact, in 110 feet of water. Her hull 
rises to within 55 feet of the surface, mak- 
ing it an ideal dive for beginners and ex- 
perienced explorers. 

There's a number of different, exciting 
things to do on the San Diego. First, you 
can tour the entire ship if time permits, 
since the hull forms a gigantic reef for 
bergalls, blackfish, bass, lobsters, hake, 
flounder and an occasional pelagic visi- 
tor. Or, a diver can drop over the side of 

the hull and view the huge six inch guns

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A one-quarter inch wetsuit and hood 
provide more than adequate diving pro- 
tection and neoprene boots and gloves 
add even more comfort. These waters 
are known for their thermoclines, as 
many as two or three layers on some of 
the deeper wrecks, and divers can ex- 
pect to find them even in the summer. Re- 
member to keep this in mind when you're 
planning a deep dive. 

With a drysuit, it’s possible to dive all 
year, enjoying the thrill of ice diving in the 
region's northern lakes and quarries as 
well as lobstering from a snow laden 
beach. Regardless of when you dive in 
the Northeast, local experts caution that 
most of the time is spent on the boat, 
above water and passengers should 
bring enough warm, dry clothes to offset 
any sudden wind chill.

During the 
birth of our nation, Postmaster General 
Benjamin Franklin recognized the impor- 
tance of these currents and commis- 
sioned the first charting of the Gulf 
Stream to aid in routing mail ships from 
the colonies to Great Britain. 


Divers recognize its importance too, for — 


at certain times of the year the fast mov- 
ing Gulf Stream brings a kaleidoscope of 
marine life to the metro area, starting with 
tropical fishes of all sizes, shapes and 
colors, to tiny seahorses and huge rays. 
Joining these creatures are giant leather- 
back sea turtles, porpoises and seals, 
ocean sunfish called mola molas, and a 
variety of whale species. It's not uncom- 
mon to see and photograph the smaller 
marine life that inhabit the shallower 
wrecks, bays and inlets, while their big 
brothers and sisters pop up unexpectedly 
on some of the offshore dive sites.

: BOTTLES 

As this country’s first center of com- 
merce, the waters surrounding New 
York, New Jersey and Long Island 


abound with the discards of bygone gen- 


erations. Old glass and ceramic bottles 
and jugs, which are becoming popular 
with collectors, fit this category. 

Each year, as changing tides uncover 
sections of centuries old wrecks, more 
bottles and artifacts are discovered. 
Many a metro diver has found a lobster 
and an old bottle in one crevice. 

One of the prime bottle wrecks in the 
entire country is the Lizzie D, in 75 feet of 
water, just a few miles off Long Beach, 
L.l. The Lizzie was a prohibition era rum- 


runner, one of the thousands that crept 


quietly at night into the area’s secluded 
coves and canals and unloaded the 
treasure of the day. Not too much is 
known about the Lizzie. She was a large 
ocean tug that left her home port of

sreokin | NY on nie night of October 19, 
1922 and was never seen again. That is, 
until seven years ago when divers, alert- 
_ ed by local fishermen, entered the clear 
water and Saw a once in a lifetime sight: 
a virgin wreck. Sitting upright, its big bell 
was intact, its brass portholes gleaming 
and its decks brimming with case upon 
case of bootleg whiskey bottles. Since 
then, the Lizzie continues to yield round, 
square and oblong bottles, many still full, 
as one of the most popular day and night 
dive sites in the Valley of the Wrecks. Af- 
ter she was reported missing by the 
crewmen’s families, a local congressman 
intervened and a massive sea search 


was ordered. While official government 


documents end here, there is speculation 
that the Lizzie was spotted by federal au- 
thorities scouting for rumrunners and that 
she ordered full speed ahead. With the 
chase on, so the rumor goes, she caught 
fire and sank. [he true story may never 
be known, but what is certain is that no 
crew member was ever seen or heard 
from again. 

While wrecks are a sure bet when you 
are looking for old glass, the best bottle 
hunting grounds in the area are just a 
short breath or two away from the shal- 
low piers and docks of the older fishing 
villages and 18th and 19th century com- 
munities. Areas such as Long Beach and 
Brigantine in New Jersey, the Rockaways 
and Breezy Point in New York City, 
Greenport and Montauk on Long Island, 
and the many freshwater lakes, rivers 
and quarries provide hourlong, one tank 
dives and the opportunity to return to 
shore with a piece of history. 


LOBSTERING 

‘Bug’ means one thing to local div- 
ers—the northern lobster, king of all crus- 
taceans. He is stalked and pursued like 
big game prey in the shadows of sunken 
ships and rock formations that provide a 
natural refuge. 

Metro wrecks provide an ideal setting 
to learn the exciting art of lobstering or 
gathering bugs by hand. Only a few sim- 
ple tools are needed: a mesh bag, bright 
light, quick reflexes and last, but not 
least, cool, calculating nerves. Large 
lobsters (seven pounds and more) can 
be found on wrecks in depths of 50 feet 
or more, making this a year-round sport. 

Searching for the northern bug is a little 
different from hunting its Caribbean cous- 
in. To start, begin a slow, methodical 
search; being extra careful not to stir up 
silt from the bottom. Look for the first 
telltale signs, tracks in the sand that lead 
to a crevice where you ll often see whip- 
like antennae waving in the current. [he 
smart thing to do next is observe. Deter- 
mine its approximate size and crusher 
claw position, two key safety checks. Re- 
member that the crusher claw is not al- 
ways on the same side and that it’s 
thicker and lined with white serrated 
edges, while the cutting claw, much nar- 


_ rower and pointed, has no white. 


Coordinate the timing of your catch by 


grabbing the outside edge of the crusher 


claw with one hand and, in the same 
move, clasping the edge of the cutting 
claw. With both claws in your hand, exert 
a steady pressure and slight rotating 


movement to remove the prize from its | 


den. Any hesitation or misjudgment can 
result in a badly bruised hand. Small 
bugs (under two pounds) can be taken 
easily by inserting your hand over their 
claws, hooking two fingers over their 
body and pulling. If you're unfortunate 
enough to be grabbed by a large crusher 
claw, a quick twist of your arm will help 
minimize any injury by dismembering the 
claw (the lobster will grow a new one). 
in the summer months, metro area 
bugs migrate into shallow waters and can 
be found hiding among large rocks and

water. Inlet jetties and bridge abutments,

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nuance of the dinner bell. They are faster 
on the draw than Paviov’s dog. Just start 
to reach for a plastic bag of food hidden 
in your BC and you are instantly sur- 
rounded, totally enveloped, by fish. Enter 
the water with a plastic bag visible in your 
hand and you will descend to the wreck 
in a cloud of fish. When feeding com- 
mences the host divers vanish from sight 
until the food is gone. | watched Peter 
and his son, Clayton, experience this 
alarming phenomenon and from watch- 
ing what appeared to be a mass of piran- 
has in a feeding frenzy grew the idea for 
staging a disaster farce. When the bloat- 
ed fish dispersed all that would remain of 
the diver would be a bleached skeleton. 

For awhile the scheme remained noth- 
ing more than a figment of my warped hu- 
mor for the simple reason that | had no 
skeleton and didn’t have a clue how to 
come by one. Then a tennis partner who 
deals in medical publications gave me 
the number of a medical supply company 
in Virginia that handles skeletons. | was 
instructed to ask for Irma. Sure enough, 
Irma did, indeed, have charge of skeleton 
sales. In a businesslike voice, untouched 
by the spirits that had fled those mortal 
remains, she explained | could have a 
real human skeleton for $415 or a plastic 
one for $490. | was, of course, shocked 
by this evidence of the sad decline of hu- 
man value in a plastic world. On asking 
why the difference in price, Irma ex- 





plained that India had entered the skele- 
ton market some years back and shipped 
over the real thing at a price that under- 
sold the once popular plastic models. 
Obviously, our skeleton makers share the 
same decline that assails the steel mak- 
ers of this country. To my shame | opted 
for the cheaper foreign import. A week 
later UPS delivered to my door the same 
box that later slipped undetected through 
Cayman customs. 

The scene on the Balboa was a huge 
success. My model, Lisa Truitt, the lovely 
Our World-Underwater scholarship run- 
ner up, was ‘‘ravaged”’ by the food-mad- 
dened sergeant majors and yellowtails. 
When she vanished in their mass | 
stopped the camera. Paul Humann, an 
underwater photographer and writer, 
draped Dudley over part of the wreckage. 
We dressed our bony prop in Lisa’s BC, 
backpak and tank, fins, gloves and face- 
mask, stuffed the rib cage with food, 
stood back and filmed again. Marjorie 
Lloyd, wife of the governor and an avid 
diver, was on location, witnessing this 
horror along with Paul Humann and Bar- 
bara Currie. | did cutaways of faces re- 
flecting repugnance, horror and alarm 
with all three. | 

As if this wasn’t enough, a sequel to 
these macabre antics was filmed in the 
photo lab at Spanish Cove. A HUB medi- 
cal tour, led by Bruce and Anita Bassett 
got into the act. Fourteen doctors per- 


formed dramatic surgery on the skeleton, 
using divers’ knives. Through the magic 
of not-so-trick-photography they restored 
the carcass to the living Lisa. 

The fun that audiences may have 
watching these perils and pratfalls is only 
exceeded by the fun we had producing 
them. The laughter and pleasure felt by 
all who participated is a rare and wonder- 
ful thing in any business. Fortunately for 
those of us who make films primarily for 
diving audiences, humor has always 
proven hugely successful. 

Short of national television, the largest 
forum for those of us who make underwa- 
ter films is the growing film festival mar- 
ket. We generally attend these festivals 
personally. Since one of the few ways an 
audience can communicate its response 
to a film is through laughter, we have 
found, increasingly, that devices like 
Dudley are well worth the expense and 
the effort in a film production. 

Right now Dudley is resting in my attic, 
drying off from the Cayman adventure 
and preparing for a big night next Hallow- 
een. However, before we go diving again 
in another film | suppose | had better think 
about having him certified. One can’t be 
too careful. 

And lest we overdo a good thing | 
would recall the words of Andre Maurois: 
“To be witty is not enough. One must 
possess sufficient wit to avoid having too 
much of it.’’ >.

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north of Carlos’ trailer, on the beach 
south of the mouth of the Mulege River, 
Baja California Sur. 

Ten minutes into the first dive, the first 
Turritella shells were spotted in four feet 
of water just as Hank had said, but, they 
were full of hermit crabs and not the living 
snail. This was more than we had seen 
on any other dive and if the dead shells 
were around the living critters couldn’t be 
too far away. It was progress. More min- 
utes passed and | moved out five yards

farther from shore and turned back on the 
next leg of the search pattern. There, on 
the coarse sand, were three big Turritella 
gonostoma, alive! For several long min- 
utes | just stared, then, remembering my 
finite air supply and the purpose of my 
trip, | got out my slate: date—Nov. 27, 
1981; depth—7 feet; temperature—54°F 
(got to convert that to °C for the scientific 
report); number—three; orientation—10°, 
47°, 278°; current—tidal; visibility—30 
feet. | released a marker buoy in case 
these were the only ones. They were not. 
Now every few yards another pod of from 
1-5 individuals appeared. Then, | hit the 
jackpot. In a space less than the size of 
two notebook pages was a group of 78. 

In the next four days the surveyed area 
expanded and more small pods Xed on 
the map. No more large groups were dis- 
covered. | suspect the large group had 
gathered for egg laying, as is commonly 
witnessed by divers for other mollusks, 
but. no eggs were seen. Field time was 
now running out but with the success of 
our main goal, the location of living Jurri- 
tella assured, we decided to try the coup 
de grace—bring ’em back alive! We had 
come prepared to search and planned to 
leave any collecting for another trip. Now 
the task was to jerry-rig an aquarium for 
transport the 900 miles back to the pale- 
ontology lab at California State Universi- 
ty, Northridge. 

In Mulege, in my best Spanish, | negoti- 
ated for a large plastic tub, jars with lids, 
duct tape and a piece of plastic big 
enough to serve as a lid on the tub. Back 
in the water again, 38 Jurritella were lift- 
ed, measured and put in a goodie bag,

ABOARD THE ELEGANT 


LAMMER LAW { 
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TEXT AND PHOTOGRAPHY 
BY NANCY FERGUSON 


T? experience the deep blue sea from 
above and below, the ultimate is the 
glorious Lammer Law. She and her. sister 
ship, the smaller Misty Law, are berthed 
in Tortola, the British Virgin Islands. 
These are the waters she generally plies, 
all 96 feet of her tri-hulled majesty. 
Duncan Muirhead designed this behe- 
moth trimaran after years of sailing and 
diving experience. She was built in Cana- 
da, unfurling her canvas for the first time 
in 1980. She has nine staterooms, each 
with its own head and shower, and com- 
modious enough for a double bed or two 
singles. Each also contains a chest of 
drawers, a dresser and enough space for 
two people not to bump into each other. 
At the moment, Annie Muirhead is tak- 
ing care of business ashore, which in- 
cludes Sasha, their year old daughter. 
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Duncan takes charge of the boat, a situa- 
tion which changes from cruise to cruise, 
depending on specific demands, such as 
vacationing crew members. And, what a 
crew! It pampers the guests completely. 
And, sites are carefully chosen to accom- 
modate both experienced divers and in- 
Structor’s charges. ; 

Anchored at South Bay, Ginger Island, 
for instance, a short swim away Is Alice 
In Wonderland, while directly below the 
boat is a shallow dive on coral heads on 
a sandy bottom. Placid and tranquil, it is 
perfect for lessons or a macro photogra- 
pher who, perhaps, feels like taking it 
easy, just settling in and shooting. Of 
course, it's always possible that while 
that extension tube is busy with a red file 
shell or funny arrowcrab, a ray will glide 
by, 1,000 times too large a subject for 
that particular set-up. It's also possible 
that Duncan will lead a party of divers 
back from the exquisite, delicate reefs 
and magnificent seafans of Alice In Won- 
derland and have a great laugh later tell- 
ing how he swam directly above you, 
even touching for several minutes and 
you didn’t even know he was there. 

The wreck of the Rhone, off Salt Island, 
is SO well known it needs no description; 
less well known is Rhone Reef, just 
around Black Rock Point from the famous 
wreck. The cave of copper sweepers 
alone would make this a memorable dive; 
add colorful walls, the boom of white wa- 
ter hitting the rocks above and if you are 
lucky enough to make a night dive there, 
the eagle ray which frequents the area. 

To prevent the heavy anchor from do- 
ing damage to the park (for the Rhone is 
so designated), the Lammer Law anchors 
three minutes away and Duncan runs the 
large inflatable dinghies to the dive site. 
From Lammer Law herself, in the oppo- 
site direction, there is a half minute swim 
to Lion Point. Snorkeling is fine here, 
since diving might mean one’s tank 
would be out of the water most of the time 
anyhow. But being on scuba allows pok- 
ing, very carefully, between the urchins 
where there is a wealth of anemones, ju- 
venile spotted drums, high hats, moray 
eels, shrimp and octopus, at least one of 
which collects bottles. 

Another dinghy ride away, behind a 


protecting reef in Salt Sound, is a man-- 


grove swamp. Snorkeling here, Duncan 
might be persuaded to show you ju- 
veniles of all kinds, including a one and 
one-half inch barracuda, gigantic schools 
of silversides, strange little crabs (green 
with hairy legs) and mantis shrimp. Here 
you might very well be adopted by one or 
more pilot fish, one inch of shimmering 
gold and silver stripes. It’s different, and 
a great way to use a surface interval if 
you don't feel like boardsailing or water 
skiing—both available for those with 
enough energy. ) 

When the winds are right, Lammer Law 


ignores her diesels; she runs out her fore- 
sail and main, her jid and staysail and 
soars across the Sir Francis Drake Chan- 
nel. Many guests take a turn at the helm 
to get the feel of a sailing vessel for the 
first time as she tacks from one glowing 
emerald isle to another; steady, sturdy 
and serene: The largest trimaran in the 
world. Lammer Law is a thrill for all who 
love the salt air and fresh breezes of 
open water. 

The anchorage at Lee Bay, Great Ca- 
manoe, provides difficult choices: Stay 
near to wander through the canyons. of 
seafans, to find snapping shrimp in curly 
anemones and hermit crabs, or dinghy to 
Rinse Bollocks (yes, that’s its name). The 
latter is a deep drift dive during which you 
can watch tarpon and large jacks feeding 
on schools of fry; and where there is al- 
ways a chance of pelagics coming in to 
take a look at the new visitors to their 
world. Here eagle rays sometimes fly 
past and seven mako sharks have been

cove, Lammer Law rides the crystal water 
above the sun dappled sand, spilling 
snorkelers from her aft deck. One of the 
dinghies is launched and a party of divers 
heads for the Blinders, an offshore mirror 
image of the rocks above down to 40 
feet, with grottoes, caves, passages, 
schools of jacks, blue runners, hogfish, 
angels, turtles and vase sponges. 

After the last afternoon adventure 
guests are coddled with drinks and hors 
d‘ oeuvres, probably catching the fading 
rays of sun on the top deck which ex- 
tends almost the full length and all of the 
42 foot width of the boat. As it grows late 
there might be a spectacular sunset to 
enjoy. But, with or without the pyrotech- 
nics, conversation all but masks the mu- 
sic from the tapedeck in the saloon below 
and until full dark most of the ship's com- 
plement stay topside awaiting dinner. 
This is served elegantly on the aft deck, 
weather permitting. Three long tables are 
joined; tableclothes, napkins and silver-

known to make more than one diver ex- 
tremely nervous. 

The Aquarium, off Spanish Town, one 
of many sites so called, is another shal- 
low dive, well named, for it is indeed like 
an aquarium. Swim among grunts, goat- 
fish, sergeant majors, all reasonably tol- 
erant, plus squirrelfish, spotted drum, an- 
gelfish, clouds of butterflies, eels, lobster 
and an occasional ray, all in a quite small 
space where only one dive seems sinful 
since there is so much to see. 

The Baths is a famous landmark on Vir- 
gin Gorda where boats of all description 
moor to gaze at the house sized boulders 
along the pristine beaches and to allow 
the sailors shore leave to explore the 
pools hidden in the caves. Taking more 
than her share of available space in the 





ware laid; wine glasses placed; food 
brought from the amazing galley below; 
good fellowship and tall tales abound. It 
is a leisurely meal, equally so if there has 
been a night dive preceding it, for on this 
boat the only hurry is self-generated, the 
only danger, over-eating. 
When day is done, and everyone sati- 
ated with food and drink and too tired to 
tell even once more the story of the big 
green morays at Mystery Anchor, one by 
one the group disappears. The lights fi- 
nally go out and the only movement is the 
barely perceptible rocking, the only © 
sound that of the water lapping the hull. 
For more information on the Lammer

With the Camp David-agreed upon with- 
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drawal of Israeli occupation from the Si- 
nai desert, rumor spread that diving serv- 
ices were being closed. It was feared that 
with the return of Egyptian control, pro- 
fessional services would not continue to 
be offered. The rumors were not founded 
in truth. Almost as soon as it returned, the 
Egyptian government began to make ef- 
forts to secure the proper equipment, and 
more importantly, extend protection to 
the environment. In an entire country, 
with its pyramids, vast historical monu- 
ments and relatively few divers, it is a 
credit to the government's foresight that 
Egypt's only national park is underwater. 
At the urging of many concerned individ- 
uals, including those of American scien- 
tist Dr. Eugenie Clark, who met personal- 
ly with the late President Anwar Sadat, 
the government chose Ras Mohammed 
as the site of the park because of its inter- 
national reputation as a pristine reef. Pro- 
tection from collecting corals and spear-

fishing has been extended not only to the 
park but to most adjacent and nearby 
major reefs. Well equipped dive hotels 
have been established at strategic loca- 
tions and equipped with an assortment of 
dive vessels. 

In addition to the Egyptian controlled, 
land based operations there are live- 
aboard yachts of exceptional quality, 
such as the American registered Fanta- 
sea, based in the Red Sea. By exclusive 
agreement with the New York based La 
Mer Diving Seafaris, the 85 foot vessel 
cruises south from the Israeli port of Eilat. 
Owned by Howard Rosenstein, who for- 
merly operated Red Sea Divers Center in 
Sharm El-Sheikh, the vessel is capable of 
carrying 20 passengers. To maximize 
comfort, La Mer and Rosenstein have 
chosen to limit the maximum to 10. Fully 
equipped for ten day stretches of live- 
-aboard diving, the vessel is comparable 
to a fine floating hotel. Exquisitely pre- 
pared hot meals are served in the plush, 
carpeted saloon or on the foredeck. Fully 
air-conditioned, the well appointed yacht 
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is outfitted with six private cabins. With 
two inflatables, windsailing boards, vid- 
eo, stereo, slide projection equipment, 
radio/telephone and sundeck, it has a 
2,000 mile range and is as fine a diving 
vessel as is afloat on the globe. 

Once in the Tiran Straits, the vessel 
sets anchor on one of the four sub- 
merged sister islands. Well marked by 
two massive 400 foot freighters which 
have run aground on the reefs in the cen- 
ter of the strait, they begin only 12 to 18 
inches beneath the surface. On the side 
of Jackson Reef closest to the Sinai des- 
ert the precipice starts only inches be- 
neath the surface and drops vertically in- 
to the abyss. The sensation is the same 
as that of any wall in the Caribbean ex- 
cept you are just a few feet beneath the 
surface and may spend hours instead of 
minutes. There the similarities end. 

The life compacted into every square 
inch of reef and wall is dozens of times 
more dense than that of any in the west- 
ern hemisphere. Within its first 30 feet, 
the water is literally alive with fish. End- 
less schools of two inch lyretail goldfish 
move in unison, only to scatter at every 
exhalation of a diver’s bubbles. Within 
seconds they regroup and begin their un- 
ending sway to the rhythm of the current. 
Large groups of unicorn and naso tangs, 
with their striated patterns and brilliant 
colors, constantly sweep past, stopping 
momentarily to graze on algae that never 
have a chance to overgrow the corals. 

Regal angelfish of the most bizarre col- 
ors and patterns fathomable slip in and 
out of the delicately soft, exquisitely col- 
ored, pink and red corals, turning mo- 
mentarily to glance at every approaching 
diver. Small orange, white banded clown- 
fish slither through the tentacles of their 
ever protective anemones while the royal 
lionfish dips his head, aiming his venom- 
Ous dorsal spines at any potential preda- 
tor. In the deep recesses of the soft 
corals, rose pink stonefish hide, raising 
their equally treacherous dorsal fins 
when threatened. The show continues al- 
most without end through the tunnels and 
mazes of hard and soft corals while out 
in the depths large turtles and deep water 
predators slip in and out of view. 

Nearby, on Gordon Reef, the shelf flat- 
tens out and slopes gradually into deeper 
water. Sand patches are almost non-ex- 
istent. The entire bottom is fused tightly 
with 100 different types of corals shaped 
like fingers and plates and tables. A living 
trellis, it offers protection to blue, polka- 
dotted red grouper and lemon yellow 
butterflyfish beneath its overhangs, which 
extend horizontally to join with others. 

Immense seafans spread 8, 10, per- 
haps 15 feet and more above the sea- 
floor and gently wave to the whims of the 
water’s motion, while large trees of black 
coral grow within 20 feet of the surface. 
At night the scene turns into even more 





of a carnival of alien shapes. The most 
breathtaking of them all is the nightly 
flight of the crimson nudibranch, th 
Spanish dancer. : 

In addition to the wrecks of the strait, 
there are other large freighters which 
have gone upon the reefs and then 
slipped back into deeper water. The Dun 
Raven, at one time thought to be a treas- 
ure wreck bringing payroll to Lawrence of 
Arabia’s desert fighters, lies in 100 feet, 
next to another treacherously hidden 
shallow shoal. Split in half, it is upside 
down and has a treasure of small trinkets 
including plates and tableware. Alive with 
glassy sweepers and hatchetfish, its 
bowels are easily penetrable. At Ras 
Mohammed, the wreck of the Jolanda is 
perilously perched with its bow out of wa- 
ter. Growths of soft corals have claimed 
her hulk and cargo. Nearby a giant, four 
foot, docile Napoleon wrasse named 
George makes a pest of himself as he fol- 
lows divers about begging for food. His 
favorite delicacy is boiled eggs, which he 
eats from your fingers. — 

In addition to the unusually superb div- 
ing from the Fantasea offered by La Mer, 
the trip provides an opportunity to experi- 
ence the cultural side of the Middle East. 
With two days planned at the beginning 
of each trip in Israel and two at the end 
in Egypt, each group has the opportunity 
to tour many historic places. Time is 
allowed in both old and new Jerusalem 
with an extended tour of the old city. Ad- 
ditionally, the tour includes Bethlehem, 
the Dead Sea and Massada. 

The Egyptian land portion includes two 
days in Cairo with trips to the Museum of 
Antiquities, Citadel of Saladin, the 
Mohammed Ali Mosque, a Nile River din- 
ner cruise complete with belly dancer 
and of course the great pyramids and 
Sphinx of Giza. Both land trips include 
accommodations in fine hotels with all 
meals at the finest restaurants. In Cairo, 
the Mena House Hotel is within easy 
walking distance of the pyramids. 

The entire tour is extremely well 
planned with every detail completely 
taken care of in advance.

to plastic baggies until there was enough 
to fill the tub a few inches deep. On 
shore, the sand went in, then the water 
and when it had all settled, the Jurritella 
were added. To maintain an air supply for 
the 24 hour drive back, an adapter hose 
was hooked to a scuba tank and the 
valve opened slightly to keep air bubbling 
into the make-shift aquarium. The lid was 
taped down and we headed home. 

It was my son David's job to help bal- 
ance the aquarium on the rough Baja 
roads and keep water spillage to a mini- 
mum. In spite of his heroic efforts, we 
were still six hours out when the last wa- 
ter bounced out around the ill-fitting lid. 
Most mollusks can be out of water for 
some time with no great harm and we 
hoped these were no exception. Each an- 
imal retracted inside its shell and lay qui- 
etly on the wet sand. We would save our 
extra jars of sea water for the lab. By eve- 
ning, the university was in sight and the 
guard waved our dirt-covered car 
through the gates and up to the science 
building loading dock. |n a flurry of activ- 
ity, startled geology students were 
pressed into service to carry jars, scuba 
tanks, hoses and the tub. The whole pro- 
cession wound up two flights of stairs 
and into the paleontology lab just as pro- 
fessor Richard Squires was leaving to 
lecture to his evening class across the 
hall. We was astounded and commented, 
‘‘| never expected to see living Turritella 
in my whole career.’’ But it was class 
time and he could spare only a moment’s 
glance at the inert forms on the sand. 

While he lectured, we added the extra 
saltwater, hooked up a full scuba tank 
and generally made our captive charges 
more at home in their plastic tub. Hope- 
fully, they would resume their normal ac- 
tivity. According to all of the scientific lit- 
erature, Jurritella ‘‘have scarcely the 
power of locomotion and can move only 
to avoid being buried.’’ We had seen 
them move underwater and in the tub but 
could they still perform for witnesses? Dr. 
Squires, unable to contain his curiosity 
any longer, gave his class an early and 
slightly longer break and rejoined us in 
the lab. It had been almost an hour since 
we added the water and for ten minutes 
the professor watched as the Turritella 
went through all of their tricks. They 
crawled all over the sand, up the walls of 
the tub and over each other demon- 


' Strating to science what divers had long 


before observed: TJurritella have no diffi- 
culty moving their long shells anywhere 
they want to go. 

In the following months more collecting 
was done and the critters moved to a 
proper glass aquarium provided by Dr. 











Earl Segal of Cal State Northridge’s biol- 
ogy dept. The /urritella were found to be 
detrital (debris on the ocean bottom) 
feeders, nocturnally active, unable to tol- 
erate warm (75°F) waters but able to 
withstand wide ranges of salinity. Most of 
this information is at odds with the life his- 
tories published in scientific journals, 
ponting up a problem with our knowledge 
of marine animals. Most studies pub- 
lished before the popular use of scuba 
(the late ‘60s on) were either on shallow 
water animals (which transfer to an 
aquarium well) or animals that had been 
dredged from depth. No one had been 
able to go down and look at the animals 
in their habitats. Biological science can 
no longer accept the study of a few cap- 
tive specimens as representing the true 
behavior of an animal and its relation to 
its environment. This is as true underwa- 
ter as it is on land. The advent of scuba 
has made this possible, but even as more 
scientists expand their fieldwork into the 
marine world they cannot do it alone. 
There is not enough time in anyone's life, 
much less a research project’s budget to 
search the world’s oceans. The accurate 
and complete logbook of. the sport diver 
may represent the greatest advance in 
the marine biology of the past as well as 
the present. >

Miencr the mighty Missouri and the 
average person imagines steaming 
riverboats and Lewis and his sidekick 
Clark poling their kKeelboats upstream. 
The Missouri of today is no longer the ro- 
mantic haven of riverboat gamblers and 
hard-bitten explorers, but represents a 
whole new world to a different type of ex- 
plorer—the underwater kind. 

Above water the sun shines and the 
breeze waves the lush green grass on 
the second largest, rolled earth-fill dam in 
the world, in a state with 2,300 miles of 
‘““coastline’’—the Sunshine State of South 
Dakota. Oahe, which means ‘‘a place to 
stand on” or ‘‘a foundation,’’ is the name 
given to the dam, the power plant and the 
lake it created, near Pierre, the capital 
city of South Dakota. This is an underwa- 
ter explorer’s paradise? 





A TYPICAL DRIFT DIVE 

“Controller Peterson,’ a technician at 
the power plant answers his phone. 

‘‘What’s coming out this morning?”’ 

“Thirty thousand cubic feet per sec- 
ond, temperature 55°F.” 

“Okay, sounds like great diving!”’ 

A quick stop at Skin and Scuba-Oahe 
for tank fills, and the divers are driving the 
few miles to the tailwaters of the Oahe. 
One vehicle is left on a jetty projecting in- 
to the river, locally known as Diver’s 
Point. The divers drive the second vehicle 
upstream about a mile and enter the river 
300 feet below the Oahe power plant, on 
the western shore, for a drift dive in a five 
Knot current with 15 foot visibility. 

Full wetsuit, hood, gloves and dive flag 
are in order; optional equipment is the 
bricklayer’s hammer carried by several 
local divers and used for digging out the 
elusive buffalo skull or holding one’s po- 
sition in the current. Masks and fins on, 
regulators in place and adrenalin pump- 
ing, divers move down the rock face of 
the tailrace, head-first into the mighty 





Missouri. The current is strong near the 
surface, but decreases near the bottom 
and becomes a comfortable propellant. 
Swimming cross-current to the left brings 
the diver mid-river for a leisurely drift 
along the bottom, 30 feet deep at its low- 
est point. A curved forefinger and thumb 
sketch the OK sign and partners begin to 
concentrate on the changing scene they 
are inexorably drawn past. 

When the powerhouse is fully opera- 
tional the current rushes divers along, 
lifting them up and over obstructions just 
as it appears they will be smashed 
against unyielding rock, eddies flattening 
and fluttering the vegetation. When the 
powerhouse is still, however, the current 
is milder and merely jaunting rather than 
racing downstream. Fish abound: burbot, 
the only species of freshwater cod, 
lounge and shovelhead sturgeon search 
the bottom for food as the divers hesitate 
in order to hand-catch a few. The three 
foot sturgeon are rather prickly, but pos- 
sible to hold with gloves, but the slippery 
burbot must be pinned to the bottom with 
both hands. Snakelike, the burbot squirts 
through a diver’s hands like a wet bar of 
soap and escapes. Crawdads and catfish 
are less obvious—the crawdads lurk near 
rocky areas where hiding is easy and cat- 
fish lie in protected pockets and can easi- 
ly be caught by hand. (The catfish seem 
to think they are well hidden if their head 
is under a rock.) Although not a legal 
method of taking fish, it represents a 
challenge to catch and release these 
easy going creatures of the Missouri— 
and they don’t appear to resent it. 

Walleyed pike are less obvious deni- 
zens of the Missouri, as they swim up- 
stream near the river's edges. On a rare 
occasion, pallid and lake sturgeon or 
paddlefish are seen by sharp-eyed div- 
ers. They are shy fish that can grow to 
over 100 pounds and to over five feet in

wood regulators. The Scuba Centre staff 
dispenses this equipment to guests on 
the shore entry patio through a giant 
counter-window. The exterior of the build- 
ing is bordered on two sides by some 
3,000 square feet of patio wood decking 
and walkways along the ironshore. Entry 
into the water is from the shore entry pa- 
tio at a place nicknamed Seven Foot 
Beach. Two additional shore entry points 
are being developed. The Centre is open 
from 8:00 am to 5:00 pm daily and visi- 
tors can make a shore dive any time dur- 
ing these hours. The cost of a shore dive 
(tank and weightbelt rental) is under $10, 
a real bargain, considering the high quali- 
ty of diving available. Night diving is also 
available from sunset to mid-evening. 
(Rental dive lights are available.) 

The third and final segment of the Cen- 
tre consists of a 400 square foot class- 
room, equipped with sound/slide audio/ 
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visual equipment. This is used for eve- 
ning lectures and advanced training 
courses. Just outside the classroom door 
is a 900 square foot patio deck, used as 
an outdoor classroom for introductory 
and basic open water scuba training. The 
outdoor classroom is shaded by grape- 
nut trees and palms, and cooled by 
ocean breezes. Nearby is an ironshore 
tidal pool filled with creatures for conven- 
ient marine life identification. 

The scuba students utilize the same 
shore diving deck for suiting up and en- 
tering the water. The Soto management 
has added a few nice touches such as 
benches in shallow water which allow 
students to sit down at a waist deep level 
and practice the simple scuba skills of 
mask clearing, regulator purging and fin 
strap adjustment. Between dives or 
classes students and guests Can enjoy a 


light lunch or simple snack. Picnic tables 


have been placed on the Scuba Centre 
property with a lovely view of the cove 
and open sea. Guests can obtain break- 
fast, lunch or dinner at the adjacent Bur- 
ger King on one side (south) or Lobster 
Pot on the other side (north). 


CORAL REEF ATTRACTIONS 


The Scuba Centre’s greatest advantage 
is that it is in a quiet, protected cove 
where the ocean is eternally calm. This 
cove is surrounded on three sides by 
ironshore and there is less wave action 
here than in most swimming pools. 

Two excellent coral reefs lie directly in 
front of the Scuba Gentre property and 
there is also 500 feet of ironshore reef 
which drops off to a depth of 12 feet 
along the shoreline. The abundance of 
fish life and macro creatures found in this

area is absolutely amazing. It offers the 
ideal open water classroom environment 
for introducing new divers to the joys of 
sport diving. It is also a gold mine of 
critters and fish for the macro underwater 
photography buff. 

Soto's scuba instructors and underwa- 
ter guides have already developed two 
separate and distinct underwater trails for 
the Scuba Centre. The Beginner Trail fol- 
lows the entire perimeter of the ironshore 


and then doubles back over the shallow | 


coral reef. Diving depths range from 5 to 
15 feet and the reef is inhabited by a wide 
selection of juvenile reef fish and small 
creatures. Everything seems to be in min- 
iature. There are all types of hard corals, 
three different types of sea urchins, lovely 
featherdusters, two types of sea ane- 
mones and Christmas tree worms in eve- 
ry color. Fish activity includes: sergeant 
majors, damselfish, baby squirrelfish, 
needlefish, trumpetfish, butterflies and 
parrotfish. Peacock flounders and small 
stingrays are often seen in the sand patch 
areas. Guests will see schools of flashing 
silversides hugging the ironshore reef. 

The other trail is the Advanced Under- 
water Trail which leads straight out to So- 
to’s Reef, a giant coral structure 150 to 
500 feet offshore. Diving depths in this 
area range from 20 to 40 feet and there 
are actually three separate dive sites 
charted for this massive reef. The area is 
composed of giant coral formations 
which rise up from the flat sand bottom. 
The reef structure is honeycombed with 
coral caves, grottoes, tunnels and 
caverns. It is a marvelous area for explo- 
ration and underwater photography. The 
fish on this reef are larger and include: 
blue tangs, yellowtail snappers, rock 
beauties and creole wrasses. Underwa- 
ter visibility averages 100 feet and can 
reach a maximum of 150 feet on a really 
good day. : 

The quality of diving on Soto’s Reef is 
comparable to many shallow Cayman 
reefs which are dived by boat. In fact, So- 
to’s Reef has been used as a boat diving 
site for many years. 


TRAINING PROGRAMS 

Perhaps the most exciting aspect of the 
Scuba Centre is the impressive array of 
diver education programs which are be- 
ing offered for people at all levels of scu- 
ba proficiency. A total of 20 different 
classes and courses have been devel- 
oped and scheduled by Patricia Scharr- 
Mavec, manager of training. Pat is a mul- 
ti-certified instructor (PADI/NAUI/YMCA) 
with more than 10 years’ experience as 
a professional scuba instructor and for- 
mer manager of a Chicago based diving 
school. She is presently on the NAUI 
board of directors and is nationally rec- 
ognized for her development of innova- 
tive teaching programs.

introductory scuba classes for cruise ship 
visitors and non-diver guests staying at 
various Cayman hotels. Cruise ships 
which utilize the Soto Diving Programs in- 
clude: the Mardi Gras, Veendam, Sun Vi- 
king, Song of Norway and Fairwind. 
These classes are known as the Entry 
Scuba Experience (ESE). Students fill out 
a brief medical history and are ac- 
quainted with the very basics of scuba 
equipment handling and coral reef envi- 
ronment—all in less than one-half day 
and with a minimal financial investment. 

The next level of training is full open 
water scuba training courses for certifica- 
tion as a basic diver, basic open water 
diver or open water upgrade. All certifica- 
tion training is done in the ocean with no 
use of swimming pools. 

The next level of training is a refresher 
scuba class for certified divers who have 
not been diving for a year or longer. This 
is a full day program consisting of one 
shore dive and one boat dive. Partici- 
pants are guided through a program of 
scuba equipment trouble-shooting, salt- 
water buoyancy analysis, review of basic 
diving skills and an update on personal 
diving techniques. The end result is a 
“born again diver’ who feels safe and 
confident in making boat dives and wall 
dives for the remainder of his/her stay on 
Grand Cayman. 

Fhere is also a special scuba certifica- 
tion program for experienced divers who 
are proficient in their diving skills but 
have never possessed a certification 
card. Applicants must show some proof 
(such as a logbook) of previous diving 
experience, plus take a written exam and 


make two open water dives. This pro- 
gram is ideally suited for military divers 
and scientific divers who have never had 
the time or opportunity to obtain a nation- 
al certification card. The Scuba Centre 
will be conducting a series of PADI/NAUI 
specialty certification courses, night, 
wreck and deep diver. For example, the 
night diver course is scheduled weekly 
and consists of three dives over a two 
day period plus pre-dive lectures. There 
is a pre-night dive from shore and then a 
night dive that covers the same coral reef 
area. This introductory experience is fol- 
lowed by a boat night dive the next eve- 
ning. A YMCA rescue diver (SLAM) 
course is also scheduled. 

The really fun classes for certified div- 
ers are a series of Soto specialty courses 
in coral, fish and critter identification and 
110 snapshot underwater photography. 
These half-day training experiences are 
low cost and help greatly to orient the vis- 
iting diver to the Cayman coral reef envi- 
ronment. A quickie class in fish identifica- 
tion can make the rest of the week’s va- | 
cation a far more enjoyable experience. 

The next higher level of training is a se- 
ries of full certification courses in PADI 
Advanced Open Water and NAU! Open 
Water Il. These are full week training pro- 
grams with all the bells and whistles. Peri- 
odically, courses will be scheduled in the 
professional categories of assistant scu- 
ba instructor, divemaster and dive guide.

“aes coastal mornings are often 
cool and foggy in September and the 
seventh day of the month in 1940 was no 
exception. Aboard the Olympic //, perma- 
nently moored to a reef three miles out of 
San Pedro, it was business as usual. The 
business of this 258 foot barge, owned 
by the Hermosa Beach Amusement Com- 
pany, was fishing. This activity was totally 
disrupted when the Sakito Maru suddenly 
and unexpectedly materialized out of the 
fog, ramming the Olympic amidships. 
Gravely damaged, the Olympic remained 
afloat as long as the Japanese freighter’s 
bow was entangled in her midsection. 
Not realizing the severity of the impact, 
however, the Sakito’s captain reversed 
his engines and pulled his ship away. 
This left a huge hole in the Olympic which 
filled rapidly with water. The boat sank in 
100 feet of water, taking four passengers 
and three crew members with her. 

This was the dramatic final chapter in 
the long and colorful life of the once 
square-rigged bark. Built in Belfast, lre- 
land in 1877 by Harland and Wolff, she 
was a Stately three masted, iron hulled 
ship originally Known as the Star of 
France. Her owner was J.P. Cory. As one 
of Cory’s five “‘Irish Stars,’’ she sailed be- 
tween England and India involved in the 
jute trade. (Jute is a plant fiber used for 
burlap and twine.) 

In 1898, the Star of France was sold to 
J.J. Moore of Hawaii. In 1905, she was 
purchased by Alaska Packers and, with 
two of her sister ships, fitted with unique 
portholes, the brass storm covers of 
which carried the Alaska Packers flag. 
Those who wish to see what she looked 
like in those days can visit her sister ship, 
the Star of India, at the Embarcadero 
area of San Diego Harbor. Part of the 
san Diego Maritime Museum, the /ndia 
still has her Alaska Packers portholes. 

In 1934, Captain J.M. Anderson bought 
the France. Her masts were cut to the first 
crosstrees and she became a fishing 
barge renamed the Olympic //. Six years 
later, after 63 years of sea duty, she was 
rammed by the Sakito and sank. 

For more than two decades, the Olym- 





E pic lay forgotten on the ocean floor. Fish-

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Diving Center buoyed the spot and sent 
two divers down to verify that this was in- 
deed a shipwreck. One of the divers was 
George Edwards, the other was high 
school student Roy Hauser, then a deck- 
hand on the Aio Rita. (He and Glen 
Fritzler now own the /ruth and Concep- 
tion dive boats in Santa Barbara, CA.) Af- 
ter diving on the Olympic, they began 





asking old timers about the site and un- 
covered the ship's history and identity. 
After recovering large amounts of chain 
from the wreck, they began running dive 
charters to her. Divers descended upon 
her, gradually removing her portholes, 
bell, wheel and binnacle cover. In 1972, 
the California Wreck Divers salvaged her 
capstan, which was donated to the Los 
Angeles Maritime Museum. (It is not on 
exhibit as yet but will be in the future.) 
The Olympic has been interred in her 
watery grave for more than 43 years. Her 
remains are covered with marine growth, 
the colors of which become apparent on-

ly under the beam of a strobe or dive 


light. There are strawberry anemones . 


(Corynactis californicus) in red, pink and 
orange; featherduster worms (Euadistylia 
polymorpha) in white, gold and lavender; 
scallops (Hinnites giganteus) with man- 
tles of orange and black and eye spots of 
blue and yellow. Nudibranchs are com- 
mon among the Corynactis. On the deep- 
er parts of the ship the large white ane- 
mones, Metridium senile, can be found. 
Fish are always abundant. 

Since the Olympic lies in the shipping 
lanes just outside Los Angeles Harbor, 
the water is usually murky. Good visibility 
is considered to be 20 to 30 feet. She is

a deep wreck: The tops of what is left of 
her ribs are 70 feet from the surface; the 
sand around her is at 100 feet. Divers 
should descend and ascend along an an- 
chor line, not only because the water is 
dirty and it is easy to get disoriented, but 








also because of all the boat traffic around 
her. Because she is fished regularly, she 
has monofilament line and nets hung up 
on her. There is often a thermocline at 
about 40 feet and the water below that 
depth is cold. Currents are common. 

Dives on the Olympic are for experi- 
enced divers only because of the condi- 
tions mentioned above. But, those who 
brave the elements to visit her are well re- . 
warded. There is wonderful macro life for 
the photographer; game for the hunter; 
and artifacts for the wreck diver. China 
and other items are yet to be found in and 
around her. One diver recently found a 
kerosene lamp in the sand, its glass 
chimney still intact. Another found a 
brass fire hose nozzle with part of the rot- 
ting hose still attached. No longer the 
Star of France, the Olympic || is a star at- 
traction to California divers. >.

sionally, angling closer to the western 
shore in order to leave the Missouri River 
at Diver's Point. This jetty cuts across the 
river and causes a venturi effect, com- 
pressing the water through a relatively 
small opening. Divers avoid being carried 
through the area by the current, since 
barely submerged rocks are a very real 
danger. Instead, the divers drift gently in- 
to the shallows and exit the river to 
sounds of, ‘‘What did you find this time?”’ 

This drift dive is only one of a variety of 
dive plans possible, depending on the 
preference of the divers. The tailrace or 
below the Highway 14 bridge, are opti- 
mal sites for buffalo skulls or manmade 
finds; spearfishing is available in the res- 
ervoir above Oahe dam or below the 
Highway 14 bridge. A deeper dive can be 
made to the intakes for the stilling basin, 
on the west side of the reservoir, just 
above the dam. The intakes, which are 
for emergency use only, are 150 foot tall 
structures with tops in 75-80 feet of wa- 
ter. Any of these dives can be made with 
or without the assistance of a boat. 

Wreck diving and artifact diving can al- 
so be found in the reservoir. The Tri- 
County Rescue Squad planted a wreck 
several years ago for emergency rescue 
practice. The old tugboat is an interesting 
dive and a popular site for photogra- 
phers. Ten miles upstream the old Fort 
Sully and Indian village are popular 
among amateur historians and archaeo- 
logists, having been abandoned by the 
professionals. 

Night diving is always exhilarating and 
is an excellent opportunity for the fresh- 
water photographer, as fish are attracted 
to the dive lights. Visibility remains quite 
good all summer owing to the 200 foot 
depth of the reservoir although the depth 
also contributes to chilly water. Visibility 
is especially good during the months of 
January, February and March, when the 
reservoir is frozen. Ice diving is also pop- 
ular during the winter months, especially 
among those hardy souls with drysuits. 

Skin and Scuba-Oahe offers a com- 
plete line of scuba equipment, rentals, 
maintenance and repair—seven days a 
week, Memorial Day to Labor Day and 
six days weekly the rest of the year. Local 
divers can frequently be found ‘“‘bench 
diving’ at Skin and Scuba and are nearly 
always available and willing to dive with 
those newly certified or unfamiliar with 
the area. , 

The Pierre-Ft. Pierre area caters to the 
fishing population, so there are marinas, 
both public and private, below the dam 
and in the reservoir. There are also excel- 
lent accommodations at the many motels, 
resorts and campgrounds near and on 
the river.

cence (the separation of oxygen from hy- 
drogen in the liquid) occurs which re- 
leases the bonding of many compounds 
from the silver (or copper) of the coin. A 
commercial electroplating unit is used 
with the object to be cleaned connected 
to the negative terminal and the stainless 
steel plate connected to the positive ter- 
minal. The stainless steel plate and the 
coin are immersed in the electrolytic solu- 
tion (| use sodium carbonate in distilled 
water) and heated to 180°F. Warning: 
Many commercial electro-cleaning solu- 
tions contain cyanide and produce cya- 
nide gas. Use only in an extremely well 
ventilated area. The electroplating unit is 
turned on and the current is adjusted to 
10-12 amps and about 5-7 volts (larger 
units carry heavier amperage). Never 
allow the coin and the steel plate to come 
in contact with the unit on. High amper- 
age is dangerous and should be used 
with extreme caution. 

‘Acids are used to clean metals by dis- 
solving the corrosive chemical com- 
pounds. It is important to know what your 
discovered item is made of because 
some acids will completely dissolve one

type of metal while being completely inert 
to another. For example: A 95 percent 
solution of sulfuric acid which has been 
heated will effectively remove copper ox- 
ides and verdigris from silver without 
harming the silver coin; it will destroy a 
copper coin. Concentrated aqua regia, 
when used cold, will completely dissolve 
gold, but will only affect the surface of sil- 
ver. | have found various sequences of 
acetic, hydrochloric, sulfuric and nitric 


‘acids to be effective in removing corro- 


sive elements. If you do use acid baths to 
clean coins: 1) Always use Pyrex contain- 
ers; 2) Always thoroughly rinse the coins 
in a saturated solution of baking soda in 
water followed by a thorough rinse in wa- 
ter before drying or transferring to 
another solution; 3) Always wear rubber 
gloves and an apron; 4) Always have a 
clean solution of baking soda in water 
on hand as a wash in case of eye or skin 
contact, and 5) Warning, danger: Do not 
inhale any fumes from acids, use only in 
an extremely well ventilated area. A/ways 
add acid to water never water to acid. 
“There are other chemical solutions 
which | use besides acids. All of these 
should be treated with the same care and 
precautions as acids. A solution of am- 
monia (33 percent) removes silver chlo- 
ride and verdigris without harming silver. 
Sodium hydroxide (caustic soda) re- 
moves verdigris and silver sulfide. Warn- 
ing, danger: This is extremely corrosive,

more easily identified. One method is the 
sustained immersion of the coin in a 
chemical cleaner like Top Job. After a 
while you can carefully flake off the corro- 
sive layers with a dull knife. Another 
method involves immersion in common 
ammonia. Boiling the coin in vinegar 
(which is three to five percent acid) is an 
alternative to working with concentrated 
acids. Aiken says that these methods 
won't work for everything but they won't 
harm the coin. 

Aiken goes on to say, ‘After cleaning 
your coins of all chemical corrosion you 
may wish to polish your find to an ap- 
proximation of its original finish. Use 
black rouge on a Six inch stitched wool 
polishing wheel spinning at 3,450 rpm; 
for a shiny, jewelry-type finish use red 
rouge on a cotton muslin wheel.” This 
method won't remove any metal he says.

Cleaning and Preservation of Coins and 
Medals, published by Sanford J. Durst, 
New York 1976. This volume is compre- 
hensive but not light reading. For more in- 
formation on electro-cleaning refer to 
either Electroplating and Related Proc- 
esses by J.B. Mohler or the electroplating 
booklet published by the William Dixon 
Company, 750 Washington Ave., Carls- 
tadt, New Jersey. 

After cleaning your find you may de- 
cide to display it on your bookshelf or, if 
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it is a coin or jewelry, proudly wear it. 
Every time that you hold or look at your 
treasure you will feel yourself connected 
to those adventurers who sailed the 
Spanish main centuries ago. With many 
treasure wrecks still to be located, sport 
divers and beachcombers will be finding 
coins and artifacts for years to come.

cate electronically; recycle and confi- 
dence lights and other exposure displays 
are usually shown in the viewfinder. 
When mixing dedicated equipment of dif- 
ferent manufacturers, read instructions 
carefully to verify that it is compatible. 


USING AUTOMATIC STOPS 
Let's assume that you are using ISO 64 
film, and that f8 is your strobe’s only au- 
tomatic aperture for that particular film 
speed. Underwater, as long as you work 
within the automatic range of the strobe, 
and as long as sunlight doesn’t require a 
higher numbered f stop for a proper ex- 
posure, you should have no problems. 

Now, let’s assume that a bright sunlight 
scene requires an f11 exposure, but your 
automatic aperture is f8. Because sun- 
light has overpowered your strobe and 
requires a smaller aperture than your au- 
tomatic control, your picture will be one 
stop overexposed if you use the f8 aper- 
ture. This can easily happen at camera- 
to-subject distances of about three feet or 
more in clear, shallow water, especially 


‘with upward camera angles. 


Therefore, in bright conditions, begin 
with a meter reading off your subject to 
determine the sunlight aperture. Com- 
pare the sunlight aperture with the auto- 
matic aperture, and set the lens for the 
highest numbered aperture of the two. 
What is the benefit of the automatic 
strobe if you are actually using a form of 
manual exposure control? The automatic 
feature prevents the strobe from overex- 
posing your subject, even if you acciden- 
tally hold it too close. 

Having a choice of several automatic 
stops allows you to balance strobe expo- 
sures more closely with the sunlight ex- 
posures. You must, however, set both the 
sensor and aperture for the desired f 
stop. The basic procedure is to use an 
exposure meter to determine the sunlight 
aperture and then to set both the sensor 
and aperture for an f stop equal to, or 
higher than, the metered stop. 

Whenever the automatic aperture used 
is smaller (higher numbered) than the 
metered aperture, near subjects will be 
brightly illuminated and backgrounds will 
be dark. Whenever the automatic aper- 
ture is the same or wider (lower num- 
bered) than the metered aperture, pic- 
tures will have a natural look with strobe 
fill lighting on the near subject areas. 


STROBE FILL WITH AUTOMATIC 

As an example assume that your 
strobe has a choice of three automatic 
apertures—f3.5, f5.6 and f8. Your expo- 
Sure meter reading for the desired sun- 








light exposure is f8, so you set the lens 
for this. To reduce the strobe output so it 
will be one stop less than the sunlight ex- 
posure, simply set the remote sensor for 
f5.6. Because the sensor ‘‘thinks’’ that 
the aperture is wider than it really is, it will 
reduce the strobe’s output. 


THE PHOTOGRAPHER AT WORK 
Suppose that you wish to shoot a pho- 


tographer at work with her strobe flash- | 
ing. Your subject in this example is using » 
an automatic strobe with a slave mode. © 


(The flash of light from your strobe will 
trigger her slave.) To tighten the compo- 
sition of your picture, your subject will be 
holding her strobe very close to her sub- 
ject—so close that it could cause an over- 
exposure in your picture. Therefore, set 
the sensor of her slave strobe for an ap- 
erture that is one or two stops wider than 
the aperture you are using to take the pic- 
ture. Her automatic strobe will then pro- 
duce a low power flash that won't overex- 
pose or cause flare in your picture. 


BRACKETING WITH AUTOMATIC 

This section applies only when you are 
close to your subject and the strobe de- 
termines the exposure. It will be easier to 
understand if you will think in terms of 
black and white images. An automatic 
exposure control is designed for subjects 
of average brightness. Not white, not 
black, but an average shade of gray. If 
the sensor reads the light reflecting off a 
white subject, it signals the strobe for an 
exposure that will darken the white sub- 
ject to gray in your picture. Likewise, if 
the sensor reads light reflecting from a 
black subject, it signals for an exposure 
that lightens the black subject to an aver- 
age gray. 

Therefore, if you are photographing a 
light subject that fills the sensor’s field of 
view, you may need to set for more expo- 
sure to prevent your subject being dark- 
ened. To do this with a remote sensor 
system, open the lens a partial or full stop 
wider than specified. Likewise, when 
photographing a dark subject, bracket by 
using a smaller aperture so the automatic 
doesn't lighten your subject. This is, of 
course, just the opposite of how you 
would bracket with manual control! 

With a TTL system, bracket by de- 
creasing the film speed setting when pho- 
tographing light subjects and increasing 
it when photographing dark subjects. 
You may need to take test exposures to 
learn when to bracket. 


CONCLUSIONS 

With average subjects that fill the sens- 
ing area of the sensor, automatic strobes 
will give consistently good exposures. 
But, for subtle lighting techniques—such 
as a touch of backlighting through frilly, 
translucent tentacles or soft side light- 
ing—manual control is hard to beat.

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The Man Behind 


MORAY 


Mo Industries Ltd., based in De- 
vonport, New Zealand and its sister 
company Moray Industries Pty. Ltd., 
based in Sydney, Australia represent a 
multi-million dollar share of the Austral- 
asian dive gear market. Besides its wet- 
suit manufacturing plant in Devonport, 
Moray represents Dacor Corporation and 
a series of other specialist dive lines for 
Australia and New Zealand. 

In Auckland the company employs 
about 50 people, with wetsuit (scuba, wa- 
terski, surfing and boardsailing suits) 
sales comprising about two-thirds of the 
business. Some 750 patterns are used at 
present. There have been about 60,000 
suits produced over the years. 

But, the story really begins in 1954 with 
Alf Dickenson, the man behind Moray In- 











dustries. Being greatly interested in the 
sea, he was thoroughly fascinated by 
Jacques Cousteau’s Silent World. Alf de- 
cided he had “‘to get into this game’”’ and 
before long had joined the Aukland Un- 
derwater Club. Soon, he was making re- 
gulators. The first time he scuba dived, 
Dickenson used one of Les Subritizky’s 
homemade regulators—and, of course, in 
those days the only bottles available were 
surplus oxygen tanks. 

Keith Coubray, Dickenson’s partner in 
a small engineering business, was a wiz- 
ard in design—he made up a new dia- 
phragm and regulator case. This regula- 
tor worked well and, along with their own 
make of cylinder valves, was marketed 
as the Atlas Freeflow—an alarming name 
to give a regulator today! 

Dickenson and Coubray’s company, 
Auckland Automotive Engineering Ltd. of 
Union Street, Auckland, also made a 
speargun. Registered as the Moray, this, 
along with the regulator, was marketed 
by the Atlas Trading Company. 

Dickenson, however, saw no future in 
manufacturing spearguns and regulators 
(with the high cost of tooling up and in the 
face of overseas competition) so he 
looked to wetsuits. 

Early drysuits and wetsuits were crude. 
With the growth in the sport at the time,

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BASIC CREATURE SEEKER’S 
GUIDE TO 


CARIBBEAN 
CRITTERS

fun way to increase the pleasure of 

diving is finding creatures in the Car- 
ibbean to observe and photograph. This 
is basically simple provided you know 
where to start. 

The first step is to slow down and ob- 
serve. If you are swimming three feet 
above the reef at cruising speed you are 
going to miss a lot of activity. Since the 
creatures we are looking for are extreme- 
ly small, you won't find them wandering 
about on the top of the reef. You will have 
to look in places where they are likely to 
be hidden from their predators. Your best 
aid will be Knowledge. Literature on ma- 





rine invertebrates is available in book 
stores, your local dive shop and, in many 
instances, can be found at diving resorts. 
Make use of these tools before you enter 
the water and your success rate will be 
much higher. 

White antennae, colorful bodies and 
delicate features are all characteristic of 
cleaner shrimps. These creatures are tru- 
ly worth seeking out and are fairly com- 
mon. One of the most sought after is the 
banded coral shrimp. This red and white 
striped shrimp is large in comparison to 
other cleaning shrimps but still rarely 
reaches five inches in length. To spot 
them, look for several white antennae 
(the approximate thickness of fishing line) 
protruding from the underside of small 
crevices and overhangs. Once you have 
found the antennae, follow them beneath 
the overhang. Though the shrimp is now 
in sight you won't be able to observe him 
very closely unless you are carrying a 
light. If you would like to have a closer 
look at the shrimp, gently put one hand 
on each side and slowly bring them to- 
gether. This results in the shrimp moving 
into full view. 

If you are interested in other cleaner 
shrimp, look for an anemone. Once you 
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have found one just look between its ten- 
tacles and you are likely to find at least 
one type of cleaner shrimp. Many ane- 
mones host Peterson, pistol, harlequin 
and spotted cleaner shrimps. However, 
don’t be discouraged if the anemone you 
just spent five minutes looking for has 
none. If you continue to keep an eye out 





for cleaner shrimp you will eventually find 
one. Once you do, rest your hand near 
the anemone and wait. Soon the shrimp 
will come timidly to your hand and begin 
to clean it. as 
Crabs found in the Caribbean range in 
shape and size; their colors reach all 
corners of the spectrum. Hermit crabs, 
for instance, can live in a shell the size of 
a conch shell or in one the size of a fla- 
mingo tongue. Of the crabs in this guide, 
the hermit crab is likely to be the one you 
will most often find. They live almost any- 
where underwater, though most often 
they are found in sand, on gorgonians 





and in coral cracks. At first sight only the 
crab’s shell will be visible. Once you've 
spotted a shell, reach for it. If you can 
pick it up easily you have probably found 
a hermit crab. If the shell requires more 
strength to remove, the snail is still in it. 
To see the crab within, put the shell either 
on its back or ata slight angle. Now it's 
time for patience. The crab will eventually 
come out in an attempt to right itself. 
Simple to study, yet hard to find, are 
decorator crabs, the reef’s best hidden 
creatures. This is because they are often 
right on top of a sponge or gorgonian. 
Camouflage is their secret; they actually 
attach pieces of their surroundings to 
their bodies to attain maximum protec-

tion. For example, the decorator arrow- 
crab who lives on gorgonians and black 
corals, will affix hydroids and pieces of 
algae to its body. This makes the crab vir- 
tually invisible because the corals in 
which it lives also collect such particles. 
When looking for this crab you will have 
to peer into the branches of black coral 
and gorgonians very carefully. Look for a 
clump of debris that is larger than the oth- 
ers and see if it moves when you put your 
hand near it. 

Decorator crabs, as a whole, are easi- 
er to find on a night dive. This is especial- 
ly true of the sponge crab. It ranges in 
size from one-half inch to 12 inches. The 
smaller variety usually has several small 
fragments of sponge on Its body while the 
larger crabs have a solitary piece on their 
back that resembles a sombrero. Seeing 
these critters can be very difficult during 
the day. At night your odds are in- 
creased. Sponge crabs don't always 
wear a sponge identical to the one they 
are living on, often they will be on a 
sponge of a different color, but it will have 
the same shape or pattern as the one 
they are wearing. With the aid of your 
dive light the color contrasts are much 
more obvious. 

There is a crab that is often mistaken 
for a spider. This brown leggy creature is 
called an arrowcrab and likes to hide 
among companions that have longer 
arms or tentacles than its body. For in- 
stance, sea urchins and crinoids both 
have unpleasant arms that protect the ar- 
rowcrab from its natural enemies. At the 
base of these creatures you should find 
an arrowcrab. If you are careful you can 
reach down and pick it up. It will walk 
quite comfortably on your arm, but keep 
your eye on it as the animal will try to 
crawl to the underside. 

Starfish can be found in a multitude of 
sizes, shapes and colors. The most com- 
mon starfish you are likely to find while 
diving in the Caribbean are brittlestars.

Throughout the HUB program on He- 
ron Island, doctors were able to discuss 
with Dr. Edmonds the variety of unique 
diving opportunities which exist along the 
1,200 mile Great Barrier reef, as well as 
the possible unexpected problems sport 
divers more familiar with Caribbean div- 
ing might encounter.

For Four Divers

n the beginning, there were only two in- 

flatable sportboats considered worth- 
while by serious divers and Avon was 
one of them. Today, there is a plethora of 
choices available. But, after 24 years, the 
British boats are still around and going 
strong. They come in a wide variety of 
shapes and sizes for all purposes, from 
riverboats to liferafts, 38 different models 
in all. At least eight of them are bona fide 
dive boats, representing three classifica- 
tions: Rovers, Sportboats and Seariders. 
Examples of each have been covered in 
this series. 

The Rovers are Avon's utility boats, 
ranging from 9 to 12.5 feet, with wooden 
floorboards and inflatable keels. Next

Primari- 
ly designed for rescue, they are also suit- 
able for diving. The concept has been so 
well received that a couple of Rover mod- 
els have been outfitted with the hull. 
Of); all the choices, perhaps the one 
best suited for most diving purposes is 
the Sportboat S 4.00. At 13 feet, it is the 
optimum length for carrying on a cartop 
and transporting up to four divers. It will 
do the job with a 25-30 horsepower en-

All Avons are made from a nylon base 
fabric, with a calendered coating of neo- 
prene and Hypalon. In calendering, the 
coating is applied with high pressure 
rollers. Unlike many manufacturers who 
use weather resistant Hypalon only on 
the outside, Avon uses the same mixture 
both inside and out. They claim to use 
more Hypalon in the mixture than any 
other manufacturer, but the actual per- 
centage is a factory secret. The boat is 
assembled with typical British workman- 
ship and attention to detail. 

Avons have an excellent reputation for 
low maintenance. Their warranty is one of 
the best in the industry.

seams are guaranteed for five years from 
the date of purchase against deteriora- 
tion, and all parts and workmanship are 
covered for a year. The warranty includes 
commercial application and can even be 
transferred to a second owner if the boat 
is sold. Few products of any kind extend 
the warranty to subsequent owners. 

The finished product is a conventional 
looking sportboat with a fixed bowdodger 
and an inflatable keel. The anti-hogging 
strakes, fabric strips atop the pontoons 
which aid rigidity, were moved inside the 
tubes a couple of years ago to give the 
boats a cleaner look. However, consum- 
ers preferred the more conventional clut- 
ter, so they were put back outside a year 
later. The red bowdodger is supported by 


a plastic brace which looks flimsy, but: 


easily held my weight. The tubes taper 
from a 17 inch diameter at the stern to 15 
inches at the bow, resulting in more inte- 
rior space without sacrificing buoyancy. 

Avon sportboats normally come with 
plywood floorbdards, fitted with alumi- 
num lips where they interlock and held in 


.place by aluminum stringers. Our test 


boat had all aluminum floorboards, a 
$155 option. If the owner is partial to red, 
he or she can opt instead for the Spitfire 
4.00, at a price of $200 more than the 


standard S 4.00. In addition to the pretty 


color, that boat has metal floorboards as 
standard equipment. 


The three chambers are filled through - 


plastic valves which seem quite rugged 
and functional. They have a large bore for 
fast inflation and deflation and work one 
way so air won’t escape when you finish 
pumping. To deflate, push and twist the 
stem, locking the valves open. A screw- 
fitted cap protects the valves against 
sand and salt buildup. 

Avon’s drain plug is a curious anachro- 
nism. Lacking a nonreturn valve, it can be 
opened only when the boat is planing. 
The opening is also rather high on the 
transom, making it impossible to drain 
any water below the level of the floor- 
boards. This is a strange oversight in an 
otherwise well thought-out boat. 

“Another thing missing from the S 4.00 
is a set of oarlocks, but that constitutes a 
point in its favor. Oarlocks projecting 
above the tubes always seem to find a 
diver’s bottom or belly as he or she 
climbs into the vessel. Besides, no inflat- 
able boat rows very well because of its 
shallow draft. If the engine conks out, it is 
no harder to sit on a pontoon and paddle 
than it is to row. Therefore paddles are 
available instead of oars and deleting the 
oarlocks makes sense. 

Our test boat was supplied by Port-a- 
Marine, Costa Mesa, California; a fre- 





quent collaborator in this series. We ran 
it in flat water off Newport Beach, loaded 
with three passengers, two sets of dive 
gear and powered by a 30 horsepower 
Suzuki engine. It went immediately up on 
a plane, without the slightest hesitation. 
Thirty horses are more than adequate for 
diving applications, although the hull is 
rated for 40. The boat displayed a sur- 
prising amount of bounce, considering 
the smooth water conditions. When turn- 
ing, the stern seemed to hold at first, then 
skidded more and more as we continued 
to apply power. The ride definitely fa- 
vored sportiness at the price of stability. 

Andrew Dosset, of Seagull Marine, the 
West Coast distributor for Avon, was puz- 
zled by the poor performance of our test 
boat. When he offered to take me on 
another ride in the S 4.00 | accepted, and 
| learned something. 

At first, we ran the boat with four and 
one-half pounds of pressure in the keel 
and the engine tilted back to the second 
notch. The boat bounced and skidded 
just like it had during the SDM test. Then 
Dosset dropped the pressure to one and 
one-half psi, moved the engine tilt to the 
first notch and placed all four passengers 
toward the stern. It was like a different 
boat. No longer squirrely, the S 4.00 han- 
died the chop well. It jumped on a plane 
within ten yards after power was applied.

Turning maneuvers were much more 
controlled, and one could open up the 
engine with confidence that it would go 
where it was pointed. 

It seems that keel pressure, motor tilt 
and weight distribution are critical fac- 
tors. The Avon was designed to run with 
low pressure in the keel, resulting in a 
gullwing effect. Air moving between the 
keel and the pontoons reduces friction 


- and improves performance. 


Dosset has compiled a series of hints 
on proper trim which are available from 
Avon dealers or from Seagull Marine. Ap- 
plying them could make a significant dif- 
ference in the handling of your Avon. 

Standard equipment includes the fixed 
bowdodger, anti-splash vanes, a fitted 
storage pocket, foot pump, pressure 
gauge and a maintenance kit. Options of 
interest to divers would include the alumi- 
num floorboards, launching wheels, 
windscreen and remote steering. >
